STOCKTON 
CRASHES INTO “OWL.” 


Ten Persons Killed and Ti wenty-seven 
Injured in Collision. | 


Engine Plows Its Way 


soe Chester H. Rowell 
Escaped Injury. 


Through Fresno Car— Warn- 


ing Signal Unheeded— Scenes of Horror—F rank Short

YRON, Dec. 20.—Ten persons were 

killed and twenty-seven injured in 

a collision t#night between the 
south-bound Los Angeles “Owl” train 
and the Stockton flyer. It was a rear- 
end collision, the engine of the local 
plowing its way through the last coach 
on the Owl, which was filled with 
Fresno ‘people. The passengers who 
escaped instant death .were hurled to 
the forepart of the coach, crushed in 
between the mass of débris, their suf- 
ferings and danger intensified a hun- 
dredfold by the clouds of scalding 
steam that poured out upon them from 
the shattered boiler of the Stockton 


ne. 

The “Owi" left the Oakland Mole 
about 5 o'clock, and on the way to- 
ward this point it was noted that there 
was a leak in. the flue of the engine. 
This increased to such an extent that 
it was deemed advisable to stop here 
a few minutes to take up a freight 
engine for relief. The train officials 
knew that train No. 84, the Stockton 
local, was following a half hour be- 
hind, and a flagman was sent back 
down the track to give warning of 
the presence of the train. 

It is said that the Stockton train 
in charge of Engineer McGuire and 
Fireman Joyce got the warning signa 
in due time and gave the usual nes 
sponse with whistle blasts. Why the 
oncoming train was not checked, how- 
ever, has not been thus far explained, 
tne men who eould give the facts be- 
ting numbered among the badly in- 
jured. On came the train with ap- 
parently scarcely any diminution of 
speed, and the Fresno coach was com- 
pletely telescoped. 

So forcibly did the local meet the 
rear of the Owl that the end of the 
second car, the dining car, was 
smashed in, and all of the three cooks 
were seriously hurt. It seems mirac- 
t the horror of fire was not. 


penned-up Victims were, with seem- 
ingly proyidential intervention, spared 
from flame, for the oil burners were 
extinguished when the crash came. 

RELIEF QUICKLY ARRIVES, 
Relief quickly came to the passen- 
gers, who were penned in the wreck- 
age, axes and saws being brought into 
play, and passengers and train crew 
lending eager‘aid. Messages were sent 
to Byron Hot Springs, a short dis- 
tance away, and Dr. Bird of the 
Springs, with Dr. J. D. Davidson of 
Fresno, who was a guest, came quickly 
‘to the station. A trained nurse at- 
companied them, and first aid was at 
once given to the mangled, bruised and 
scalded sufferers, who were lying near 
the track. Every effort was made to 
alleviate their sufferings, and those 
who were unable to proceed on the 
journey were taken either to the 
Springs hotel or the church in Byron, 
which was temporarily transformed 
into a hospital. 

None of the passengers of No. 84 
were injured, and all of the crew of 
the Qwi escaped unhurt.

SHORT AND ROWELL UNHURT.

BYRON, Dec, 20.—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] The Fresno coach on the Ow! 
train was wrecked tonight near this 
place, and many Fresno people are 
killed and injured. The accident was 
caused by the Stockton Flyer running 
into the rear end of @he Ow! train, 
Among uninjured are Frank H. 
Short, Chester H. Rowell, Albert Ein- 
stein, Belle Ritchie, J. (. Garner and 
C. B. Shaver. William Dolan, conductor 
on cane Owl, escaped uninjured, and the 


Frank J. Albért and 
J. Duncan. A railroad man named 
Loukert aleo. escaped. James Ma- 
guire, engineer of the Stockton train, 
was badly injured, and James Burns, 
fireman, severely scalded: 

At this hour, 10 p.m., there are twenty 
dead and wounded lying on the ground, 
and none have yet been taken out from 
under the engine. The Owl had stopped 
at Byron on account of a crippled en- 
gine. The flue had been leaking steam 
and water, which put the fire out. It 
was the intention to take up a freight 
engine at Byron to bring the train to 
Fresno. A flagman was gent back to 
flag the Stockton Flyer. which was 
coming upon the heels of the Owl. The 
Stockton train attempted to stop, but 
appeared unable to do fo in time. It 
¢rashed into the Fresno car on the rear 
of the Owl, and cut nearly through 
the coach, undoubtedly killing many 
persons who were in the back part of 
the car. 

The people in the front part of the 
car were pitched in a heap, wounded 
and crushed and unable to escape. The 
scene was most agonizing. The diner 
was badly shaken up, but the rest of 
the cars were uninjured. The whole 
rear coach, and thé back of the diner 
was telescoped. The fire in the oil- 
buring engine went out at once saving 
a conflagration, but steam escaped 
scalding many. 

Steps were at onrve taken to care for 
the injured and clear the wreckage. 
Axes and saws were brought into use, 
but great difficulty was met with in ex- 
tricating the injured, and while the 
work was going on the moang and 
shrieks were heartrending. 

Dr. Bird of Byron Springs, and Dr. 
J. D. Davidson of Fresno, who hap- 
pened to be at Byron, and Mary Biggs,

SECRET OF PYRAMIDS. 


CALIFORNIA WILL DIG FOR IT. 
IRY THE ASSOCIATED 
UNIVERSITY OF CALIFORNIA, 
Dec. 20.—The region of the great pyra- 
mids will be excavated by the Unit- 
versity of California. This field, so 
extraordinarily rich in promise of ar- 
cheological discoveries, has been di- 
vided by the Egyptian government be- 
tween the University of California, 
the Italian government and the Ger- 

man government. 

On the return to Egypt of Dr. 
George A. Reisner, director of the 
Hearst expedition, from the journey to 
America, undertaken that he might 
confer with the university authorities 
and lecture at Berkeley, he attended 
a meeting of the Comite D’Archaelo- 
gie, and applied for a concession to ex- 
cavate at the pyramids. The German 
and Italian governments and the 
Hearst expedition were then told that 
they might arrange among themselves 
the division of the field. 

Throughout the present winter the 
university expedition will continue the 
excavations at Girga, which have al- 
ready yielded such rich results. About 
February, however, the work in the 
neighborhqod of the pyramids will be 
commenced. 

The work of. the university in Egypt 
has received warm praise from distin- 
guished authorities, on Egyptology. It 
has been characterized as unique in 
quality and as setting a higher stand- 
ard of scientific excellence than had 
ever been attained before.

the necessary machinery all ready to be 
set in motion. 

The Hague court was favored, tos, 
because it is an impersonal body, aad 
whose decision would not cause the ill 
feeling that is bound to rest from the 
final award to be directed against any 
particular country. 

Venezuela was not a party to The 
Hague treaty, but all the other powets 
involved were, and it was this fact 
that made the affair a proper one for 
that tribunal-to.

across the Pacific. 

After the conference, Secretary Root

could not discuss them for publication. 
He said the government is trying to

making way for a great commercial 
line to be operaic) from San Francisco, 
with the cover: ment's business as a ba- 
sis upon which to start, but, he added, 
that progress made up to date has not 
been very great, and he is uncertain 
just what course will have to be .pur- 
sued to make the change. 

It is understood that Mr. Harriman 
and R. P. Schwerin, vice-president of 
the Pacific Mail Steamship Co., have 
been asked by the War Department to 


_ formulate a plan for taking over the 
army transports in the name of the 


Pacific Mail Company, and that within 
a few days these gentiemen will make 


' @ formal proposition to the government. 


Their proposition, if it proves accepta- 
ble to the Secretary of War, will be 
transmitted to Congress by Mr. Root, 
and necessary legislation to empower 
him to make the transfer wii! be asked 
for.

STANDS BY NICARAGUA. 

(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.1 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—Mr.. Mor- 
gan, in his speech on the canai mat- 
ter, contended for the making good of 
contracts entered into by President 
McKinley with Costa Rica and Nica- 
ragua. The negotiations of these 
agreements he characetrized as a mas- 
terful act, and said they were about to 
be trodden under foot. Why this was 
true Was not a question for a Democrat 
to solve, but he could, at any rate, say 
he did not agree with the mind read- 
ers and spirit mediums who had since 
declared that Mr. McKinley did not 
mean what he said in the contracts. 
He then went en to express apprehen- 
gion that if the United States did not 
avail itself of the opportunity to build 
a canal by the Nicararua route, none 
would be bullt, and he said the appro- 
priation of $180,000,000 for the construc- 
tion of the canal could probably be 
covered into the treasury softer June 28, 
1904. if not used before that time. 

Attention was calle! to the fact that 
under the Colombian law only the 
Congress of that country can ratify a 
treaty. There had been no Coneress 
eince 9 and there was not Ikelv to 
be an} unless the Panama Canal Com- 


pany should “pay ite expenses out of 
the $3,000,000 on hand or the $40,000,000 
promised by the United States. He, 
therefore, expressed apprehension that 
a treaty that might be accepted by this 
government would fail of action in Co- 
‘lombia, 

After quoting from ihe concession 
Granted to the liquidation of the old 
Panama Canal Company, which Mor- 
gan said was also made a law of Co- 
lombia, he said: 

“It is a surprise to jurists and lay- 
men alike in our country that the At- 
torney-General in his opinion given to 
the President upon the right and power 
of the new Panama Canal Company to 
revoke a title to the United States of 
its property in Panama, omitted to 
notice the prohibition in the conces- 
sions and in the laws of Colombia 
through which it derived all its prop- 
erty richts in Colombia.”

The Rev. Dr. Frank M. Bristol, pas- 
tor of the*thurch, officiated and opened 
the ceremony by reading from the 
Scriptures a& he walked down the aisle, 
followed by the honorary pallbeare-s, 
consisting of Senators and the Speaxcr 
of the House, and others.

_IN THE GREAT SARCOPHAGUS.

Grant lies tonight in the 
great red granite sarcophagus beside 
that In which the remains of her hus- 
band rest. On the arrival of the fu- 
neral train at Jersey City, the casket 
piled high with flowers, was borne on 
the shoulders of six men on board the 
quartermaster-general department's 
steamer, Gen. Meiges, a detachment of 
U. 8. Grant Post, G.A.R., and the 
committee of the Grant Memorial As- 
sociation, which accompanied the re- 
mains, acting as escort. The body 
was placed on a bier in the forward 
deck of the Meigges, wihch started {m- 
mediately up the river bound for the 
tomb. 

On reaching the landing place. the 
casket was transferred to‘a hearse and 
taken to the tomb, the route being 
lined by double ranks of police. The 
body was placed in the sarcophaghs 
without any ceremony, in the prés- 
ence of U. 8S. Grant, Jr.. the members 
of the escort and a littlé group of bdf- 
ficials, and the massive lid, which 
weighs about five tons. was quickly 
lowered and sealed tn place.

LOUISVILLE (Ky.) Dec. 20.—The 
Coroner’s jury, which spent a full day 
investigating the death of R. C. 
Whayne, a prominent business man, 
who was found last Wednesday night 
in the vicinity of Jacobs Park with a 
gun-shot wound in the breast, returned 
a verdict of accidental death. Intense 
interest was manifested in the case as 
Mr. Whayne carried life insurance pol- 
ities aggregating $390,000, and had ap- 
plied for $50,000 more. Among the pol- 
icies carried by Mr. Whayne were the 
following: 

Equitable Life Assurance Society of 
New York, $200,000; Provident Savings 
Life Assurance Society of New York, 
$120,000; Union Central Life, $10,000; 
New York Life, $000; Northwegtern 
Mutual Life, 3 

Mr. Whayne had applied for a policy 
of $25,000 with the Manhattan company 
and the policy was to issue December 
22. Another application had been made 
to the Mutual of Vermont for an equal 


amount and this policy was to be is- | 


sued December 24. It was upon the 
fact that Mr. Whayne carried such a 
large life insurance and was gaid to 
be suffering from rheumatism that a 
theory of suicide was based. 

Near Mr. Whayne’s body when found, 
but on the opposite side of a wire fence, 
was a shotgun with one barrel empty 
and the other loaded and cocked. His 
friends and family declared that death 
was due to accident and that the gun 
was discharged while he was climbing 
through the fence. The evidence offerea 
at today’s inquest supported -the the- 
ory of accidental death, there being no 
features which pointed to suicide.

UVICIDE AND DEATHS 
AT SOLDIERS’ HOME. 


PATHETIC CLOSING CHAPTER IN 
THE GREAT WAR STORY. 


Charles Dunbar Falls Before Power 
of Liquor Habit and Ends His Life— 
Weary Veteran Slashes His Throat. 
Others are Called Away. 


SOLDIERS’ HOME, Dee. 2.—A 
most pathetic suicide, a ghastly at- 
tempt at self-destruction, and the nat- 
ural death of two eld men were today’s 
events in sad march of the Civil 
War veteranms*here toward the grave. 
Few days in recent years have fur- 
nished such tragic, dramatic and 
awful scenes. 

Saddeat of all was the end of Charles 
Dunbar, who expired in misery by 
his own hand. Dunbar was 68 years 
old, late of Co. C, Missouri Infantry, 
and a native of New York, and single. 
He was a talented member of the 
Home Band, and popular with his 
fellows. For many years he lived here 
in happiness and sobriety, enjoying his 
declining years with his music iand 
fayorite studies. In former yearg he 
had been a very heavy drinker, but in 
1892 took the Keeley cure,.and had not 
teuched a drop until two weeks ago. 
Two weeks ago he tasted whisky 
again, and the old appetite took hoid 
on him with renewed fury. Forsaking 
ali his old customs, he started on 4 
wild debauch that knew no control, 
and only ended with his death today, 
Violating all Home rules, and in spite 
of the restraihing influence of hig bet- 
ter friends, the old man kept up the 
drinking pace. Returning to his bar- 
racks last evening. somewhat more 
sober than usual, he was evidently 
seized with remorse and despair, and 
swallowed an ounce of muriatic “acid 
he had purchased in Los Angeles. He 
was found dying in his bunk at 8 
o'clock this morning, and hurried to 
the hospita}, but all efforts to save his 
life were in vain, coat he died ts 
_m., after great suffering. e vor- 
and returned a verdict of suicide. 

John L. Barnett, @ member of the 
Home. was the other veteran tired of 
this life. About 5 o'clock p.m. he made 
a ghestiy attempt at self-degtruction an 
the street at Sawtelle. Hvidently he 
was seized with a sudden desire to die, 
for he whipped out a rusty oid pocket 


So vigorously did he’ stab that he broke 
the blade of the knife, but he was 
quickly restrained. The ambulance car- | 
ried him to the’ Home hospital, where 
it was found he had severed some large 
‘eins, but missed the jugular. aifhough 
he jost: quarts of*bleod, it is thought 
he will live. He stated that he was tired 
of living and regretted that he did not 
have a revolver to finish the job. He is 
64 years old. 
John Turner, one of the 
members of the Home, died in a dra- 
matic manner teday. He went to the 
hospital a month ago for cancer of the 
throat .but wasup and about just be- 
fore his death. Suddenly and without 
any warning he was stricken, and bled 
to death tn a few moments. Before his 
serious illness Turner was a clerk in 
the treasurer's and quartermaster’s de- 
partment, and was esteemed one of 
the mogt valuab’e attachés. He was 
prominent In the Union Veteran Le- 
ion. Special funeral services will be 
held in the tnion Protestant Chapel! 
Monday at 2 j.m. The mess of the offi- 
cers and clerks who were his former 
asgociates will attend in a bedy.

Financier’s Analysis. 


NEW YORK, Dec. ®.—The Financier this 
Week says: “According to the estimates of 
known money movements in and out of Now 
York last week the banks gaincd over $500,000 
in cash, but the bank statement of Saturduy, 
compiled on averages, show a loss in cash of 
$1,762,100.

The decrease of $2,510,200. in 
loans is @ belated record of the previous 
Week's liqQidation. as nothing of importance 
has occurred in the present market to Indi- 
cate much of a change elther way, so far as 
bank loans are concerned, The deposit de- 
crease coincides with the loss in money and 
thus accounted for.

He was connected with the business 
management of the Two Republics, 
the American paper started here 
in 1867, and which after an existence 
of thirty years, first as a, weekly and 
then as a daily, died of inanition, be- 
ing crowded out by the Mexican Her- 
ald. «The remains were ‘taken posses- 
sion ot by the chief mourner and prime 
creditor, Dr. R. E. Omam, and it was 
Supposed, for a time, that he would 
revive it as an évening paper. But there 
seems now no hope of galvanizing the 
Two Repubiics back into life, either as 
4a morning or an evening paper. The 
newest venture along that line is the 
project of Capt. A. J. Peeler, already 
described in my letiers, and of which 
more anon. 

About eighteen months ago Mr. Vail 
started the Journal of Commerce in 
this city, a monthiy commercial paper,’ 
which has now given way to the Mex- 
ican Investor. The trade journal, or 
technical paper, is one of the ~-out- 
growths of business progress, and has 
come into prominence within the last 
decade as a necessary adjunct of mod- 
ern commercial life, just as much so 
as the bank, the stock exchange and 
the board of trade. 

Toe Mining Bulletin, issued daily by

Though the gold and silver mem are 
agitating In the Mexican papers their 
respective sides of. the question, the 
trend is steadily toward the adoptian 
by this republic of the gold standard.

The machinists in 
the shops of the Mexican International 
Railway, at Eagle Pass, or rather on 
the Mexican side of the Rio Grande at 
Ciudad Porfirio Diaz, have been, since 
the first of this month, paid, standard 
American wages on a gold Dasis, the 
machinists gefting $3.30 and the boiler 
makers $3.50 per day in American coin 
or in Mexican silver at the average 
rate of exchange for the month in 
Which they work. This advance at 
present applies only t Americans. 
Within the past few days the mining 
camp at El Oro, State of Mexico, a 


large gold-mining camp has signified its 


intention to put their men on a gold 
basis. Thus a double stroke has been 
given in favor of the adoption, in Mex- 
ico, of a sound-money basis, by large 
companies, engaged in railroad and 
mining enterprises floated on American 
capital, and which have found them- 
constrained to take this Iinitia- 
tive. 


In view of the fact that the covern- 
ment of the United States seems to 
javor the Panama route over that via

The loss of time in the transit 
is insignificaht as compared with the 
time saved by using the Mexican route, 
which is so far north of the other two.

‘SWEEPING IN, 


Law Saves ’Em from Countzy 
Officers’ Ciutches. 
Tough Saloons and Corners a 

Sight Last Night. 


All Sorts of Dodges Worked 
to Fill Filthy Hides 
Boozz. 


Last night was the toughest night of 


the year on the “Hobo corner.” 


The tenderloin was literally swarm- 
ing with tramps. Most of them were 
beastly drunk and the rest were sorry’ 
they weren't. They were filthy dirty: 
some of them fairly squirmed with 
tenants—their steady company, as it 
were. 

Among the number were undoubt- 
edly criminals a-plenty, of high and 
low degree. 

To this kind of people Los Angeles 
will be wide open until after the first 
of next year. The reason for this hobo 
high tide is the operation of a State 
law which has just begun to be felt. 

It should be understood that country 
constables make the biggest part of 
their revenue by arresting tramps. 


They get $1 and mileage to the jail tor 


each arrest. They are, however, only 
allowed to draw from the county $83.35 
in any one month, or $1000 for the 
whole year, for arrests. 

In several of the big hobo districts 
the Constables have already reached 
their $1000 limit and, naturally enough, 
have stopped making arrests. There 
are but thirty-five hobos in the County 
Jail tanks, where there should be 
about 100, according to proportions. 
The genial “Bo” don’t know just what 
the cause of this joyous immunity is, 
but rejoices like a philosopher and 
is nufaping into town as fast as he 
ck it. 

That :* why the Tenderloin, was 
fairly lousy with them last night. 

This class of worthless, vicious ruf- 
fians is becoming a terrible menace to 
Southern California. The bos are 
also killing that ————. part of Los 
Angeles in which they have settied 
like a blight. 

AT THE “MUG.” 

One of their most notorious: “hang- 
outs’ is the Original Mug saloon on 
South Main street. It might more ap- 
propriately be called the “Original 
Thug Saloon.” 

They get drunk the earliest of any 
place In town in the Original Mug. It 
is the typical tough saloon. There are 
no naughty pictures of ladies without 
clothes {n there. It is a great, bare 
room. with a bar along one side. Along 
the back of the room are «a number 
of beer kegs stuck around tactfully. 

Last night the tamale wagons had 
Neardly begun to come out before the 
kegs were covered with drunken hobos 
lying across them, higgeldy piggeldy. 
They were the happy, lucky tramps. 
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They were gentlemen of experience. 
and were able to get drunk early. It 
was a tribute to their professional 
prowess, 

The plan of the hebo is a very sim- 
ple ove. Arriving in town, he drifts 
, into the nearest “hang-out” and camps 
with intent to get drunk. Even if he 
has money he won't spend it if he 
can possibly “butt tn.” 

Hie waits until some genial soul with 
money and half a jag comes ia and 
then he sidies up alongside and trigs 
to get himself inciuded In the treat— 
which he usually does. When ah old 
soldier comes in he tells him that his 
father was an old soldier, and he lis- 
tens, uproariously applauseful, to a 
complete repertoire of war stories. By 
that time he is usually over one of the 
beer kegs. . 

THE “EASY MARK.” 

To be taken for an “easy mark” at 
first sight.in one of these hang-outs is 
not flattering. 

It was in a tough saloon on First 
street. 

Out from behind the closed doors the 
diemal wail of a bagpipe was squealing 
out into the night, and the bums and 
hobos were swarming into the saloon. 

Over in the far corner a solemn old 
man in plaids and tartan was piping 
out the most terrible noises, and the 
hobos were pressing thick about him. 
Sodden blear eyes were staring at him 
stupidly. One greasy, dirty little beast 
in a faded coat, which hung over him 
like a sail, was trying to whisper con- 
fidentially in the old man’s ear. 

Presently the old piper began to 
stalk up and down through the crowd, 
playing away with all his might. One 
young hobo fell in behind him and 
marched after him, mocking his walk. 

The piper had plainly palled upon 
Hobodom. They began to drop away.

This little girls dark eras flashed 
with fun as she saw him. Just as she 
was swinging into one of the verses 
she eaid in cadence with the music. 
“When you get tired that side, go 
around and hold up the other side.” 

He raised his_head and gazed at her 
with profound emnity. She laughed 
and impudentiy began singing her love 
song, diréctly at him, leaning toward 
him and making gestures. One could 
not describe how daintily and atrily 
she did it. 

NEVER TOUCHED HIM. 

When the song was ended, and she 
had siarted through the crowd to col- 
lect money, the young. drunk straigh:- 
ened himself up and said impressively, 
“Never heard a damn word of it.”

Remarkable Point Loma Barker Loose 
In Tingley-Times Trial. 


Canine Pessessed of Departed Man’s Soul, Accocding 
fo Testimony—Fitch’s Deposition ‘‘Hot Stuff’’ and Sen- 
sational, Revealing Queer Ethics and Doings Intezesting 
Proceedings in Court Yesterday in the Famous Suit. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.} 


_AN DIEGO, Dec. 20.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.}] Spot, the sacred dog 
of Point Loma, has. slipped his 


the Tingley-Times libel suit. 

This remarkable animal, according 
to the testimony adduced this after- 
noon, possesses the soul of the late 
William Q. Judge and is able to dis- 
tinguish between friend and foe of the 
Universal Brotherhood. 

The dog is such a Rood judge of hu- 
manity that his high and mighty mis- 
tress, Katherine A. Tingley, can tell 
by his bark whether a visitor to the 
settlement at Point Loma comes with 
good or evil intent. This, and more 
téstimony quite as extraordinary, came 
out today when the deposition of Louis 
S. Fitch, a former retainer of Mme. 
Tingley, was read in open court. 

Fitch's deposition is the warmest 
thing that has yet come to light dur- 
ing the trial of this case. It is- so 
warm that counsel for Mrs. Tingley 
has objected to the reading of the en- 
tire document before the jury, and 
the court has excluded some portions 
of it from the evidence. Enough has 
come before the court and jury, how- 
ever, to show that Mrs. Tingley’s code 
of social and moral ethics, according 
to the sworn testimony of at least 
one intelligent witness, is *most 
extraordinary, to say the least. 

She does not believe in marriage, ac- 
cording to this witness, and prefers 
illegitimate children to children born 
in wedlock, use, so deponent Says, 
filegitimate children are the offspring 
of pure and baby love, while those 
born of parents united in matrimony 
are the children of lust. 

It is evidence of this sort that Mrs. 
Tingley’s counsel have to combat and 
that they are making strenuous efforts 
to keep from the jury. So far they 
have succeeded in excluding some of 
it, but enough has been admitted to 


Among other sensations of the day 
was a hard jolt delivored to the plain- 
tiff in the pending trial by Attorney 
Samuel M. Shortridge of San Fran- 
cisco. Mr. Shortridge took issue with 
the court on the question of the char- 
acter of plaintiff being one of the es- 
sentials in a libel suit, in determining 
Whether plaintiff has been libeled or 
not, and to what extent. > 

Judge Torrance, who is presiding in 
the case, has taken the ground that 
the reputation of the plaintiff at or 
about the time the alleged libel was 
published is all that is to be taken 
into account. Mr. Shortridge contends 
with vehemence and eloquence, that 
character, more than mere reputation, 
of right ought to be considered. 

“The united brotherhood of the uni- 
verse,’ said Mr. Shortridge, in argu- 
ing the point, “is but a shell inclosing 
the plaintiff in this case. She is the 
dominating spirit in the organization 
and rules it by iron will, This plaintift, 
which is this institution, we desire to 
show is wanting in moral sensibilities 
Which could be shocked. It is not a 
question of her general reputation. 
Character is the thing, an ‘essence so 
tangible as almost to be seen with the 
naked eye. If she had character, she 
might be shocked as some sensitive 
virgin might be shocked. We want to 
show that she had no mind to be 
shocked. We go on the broad suppo- 
sition that people must come into court 
with clean hands, which means clean 
hearts, if they seek redress. We wish 
to prove that this woman is a fake 
and a fraud as has been charged.” 

Attorney Andrews of plaintiff's 
counsel took exception to the remarks 
of Mr. Shortridge and the court also 
expressed miid dissent, but the able 
attorney offered no apology. 

The defense opened its case at the 
morning session. The first witness ex- 
amined was Harry E. Andrews, city 
editor of The Times. He was followed 
by Lanier Bartlett, who wrote the 
article under the direction of the city 
editor, upon which the alleged libel is 
based. Then came the sensational dep- 
ogition of Louis 8S, Fitch. Reading of 
it had not been completed when court 
adjourned for the day. The court had 
under consideration at adjournment 
the objection of the defense to admit- 
ting Fitch's testimony as to Mrs, Ting- 
ley’s alleged singular views on mar- 
riage and illegitimate children. The 
court was inclined to uphold the objec- 
tion, but reserved decision until reas- 
sembling of court at 10 o'clock Monday 
morning. 

Following are today's proceedings in 
detail: 


MORNING SESSION. 

' Harry E. Andrews, city editor of 
The Times, was the first witness called 
by the defense. After he had _ re- 
sponded to questions defining his 
position and duties, he was asked by 
Mr. Hunsaker, who conducted’ the 
examination: 

“When did you first see the article 
published in The Times of Octoger 238, 
1901, complained ef.in this action?” 

Answer. The evehing before. 
‘Witness, in response to further ques- 
tions, then went on to explain how he 
obtained the article for publication, 
narrated that E. W. Schmidt had 
come into The Times office on the Sat- 
urday previous, and entered into a 
discussion with him about the Point 
Loma institution, which, witness said, 
before the public a @ood deaji at 
that tho. and was a public tInstitu- 
tion, appealing for public patronage 
and support.” 

Judge Andrews, of counsel for 


plaintiff, moved to strike out the latter 
part of the answer as not responsive | 
to the question, and the court £0) 
ruled. | 

“Mr. Schmidt told me—” resumed | 
witnes#, but plaintiff's counsel inter- | 
posed an objection before the sentence 
was finished. The objection was over- 
rul 


ed. 
“Mr, Schmidt told me that Mrs. M. 


Leavitt had recently been In San 
Diego, and at Point Loma, and knew 
a great deal about the progress of af- 
fairs there, and would like to be in- 
terviewed. He gave me her address 
and the next day I sent a reporter to 
interview her.” 

The name of the reporter, witness. 
said, was Lanier Bartlett, who was 
regarded by the city editor as a com- 
petent and trustworthy man. He in- 
structed him to get a statement from 
Mrs. Leavitt about affairs at Point 
Lema, especially in regard to the 
cases of two ladies, Mrs. Holbrook 
and Mrs. Neresheimer, and to be very 
careful to make a correct report. 

Witness staied that after the inter- 
view was obtained it was submitted to 
him, and he revised it; he did not add 
anything to it, but cut several things 
out. Plaintiff's exhibit No. 11, a clip- 
ping from The Times of October 238, 
1901, was shown to the witness and 
identified by him as the printed re- 
port of the interview. 

“State what matter you cut out o 
the manuscript as submitted to you by 
Mr. Bartlett,” said Mr. Hunsaker. 
Plaintiff's counsel. objected on the 
ground that the manuscript itself 
would be the best evidence as to that. 
Mr. Hunsaker admitted the force of the 
objection and then directed his ques- 
tions so as to bring out what had be- 
come of the manuscript. 

City Editor Andrews explained that 
after he had revised it and prepared it 
for publication it went to the compos- 
ing-room and was set up” in the 
usual: manner, after which the “copy” 
was destroyed. He explained that it 
was not customary to preserve manu- 
ecript of news articles, unless special 
instructions are given to do go. In this 
case no such instructions had been 
given. 
Boe Hunsaker then renéwed the ques- 


n: ; 
“What changes, or what matter, did 
you cut out of the article or manty- 
scri submitted to you by Mr. Bart- 


lett, a& the result of his interview with 
M Leawtt?"’ 
Coynsel for plaintiff again objected 


to téstimony in this regard. “ at. I 
challenge,’ said Judge Andrews, ‘‘is 
their right to parade before this jury 
what they cut out of this article, which 
we have had no opportunity to inspect, 
and which might possibly have unjust 
weight with the jury.” 

Mr. Hunsaker: We want to show 
that there were statements jn the arti- 
cle more serious than the parts pub- 
lished. We have a right to show that 
the matter was handied with care and 
discretion and without malice. 

Judge Andrews contended that there 
was nothing in the pleadings to justify 
the introduction of such evidence. To 
aga Shortridge for the defense re- 
plied: 

“Instead of the article being a reck- 
less and thoughtless publication—in- 
stead of being a malicious publication, 
this evidence is to show that it was 
exactly the reverse. It is not necessary 
to plead in detail these evidenciary 
matters. The court has allowed the in- 
troduction by plaintiff of other articles 
published prior to and since the pub- 
lication of this article to show malice. 
We claim the right to show by the care 
exercised in preparing the artitle for 
publication, the absence of malice.” 

The court overruled the question as 
to what part of the manuscript sub- 
mitted by the reforter was cut out by 
the city editor. The next question was: 
“What was your object in publishing 


the article?’ 

A. To give the public information 
about this public nstitutior- which 
was applying to the publi: for patron- 
age and support. 

There was objection to this answer as 
not resnoysive. Objection sustained. 

Q. Prior to the time you detailed 
Mr. Bartlett to obtain the interview 
with Mrs. Leavitt, had there been pub- 
lished in the San Diego papers arti- 
cles about the Point Loma institution, 
and which had been brought to your 
attention? 

Objection by Judge Andrews of ceun- 
sel for defense. After the grounds for 
obiection had been stated, the court 
delivered an exhaustive opinion over- 
ruling it. 

“If the court thinks his ruling is er- 
roneous we are willing to waive our ob- 
jection,” said Counsel Andrews. 

Court replied, with some _ asperity, 
“The court does not think his ruling 
is erroneous.” 

Lawyer Andrews continued his re- 
marks, saying it was a matter of utter 
indifference what the newspapers said 
about Mme. Tingley. 

“I'll rule that you can show that 
there Was discussion of this matter at 
the time of this publication, in a - 
eral way,” said the court, decisively, at 
the end of the argument over the 
propriety of the admission of evidence 
to that effect. 

POINT LOMA DISCUSSIONS, 

In reply to a question, the witness 
(the city editor of The Times,) repliea 
that there had been discussion of 


‘Point Loma matters prior to the pubjii- 


— of the interview with Mrs. Lea- 
vitt. 
“In what papers had you seen such 
discussions?” was asked. Counsel An- 
drews objected and his colleague, Mr. 
Kellogg, Mrs. Tingley's New York 
lawyer, also tried to get In a word of 
protest, but Judge Torrance squelched 
him by remarking, impatiently, “] 
think this disucssion has gone far 
enough. I have overraled the objection 
and will stick to my ruling.” 

When the witness was allowed to an- 
swer he said: 

“I had. seen such publications tn the 
San Diego Union, San Diego Tribune, 
Los Angeles Herald, New York Herald, 
Pasadena News, and other papers | 
don't now recall.”

“Mr. Andrews,” said Mr. Hunsaker, 
resuming the examination dt the wit- 
ness, “do you Wish to be Understood as 
saying you knew of your own knowl- 
edge that the Universal Brotherhood 
was appealing for public patronage 
and support?’ 

A. Yes, representatives of the Uni- 
versal Brotherhood had applied to me 
in person to publish articies appealing 
for public support. ‘ 

A motion to strike out this answer 
wag denied. Objection was muade to 
the question whether the witness as 
city editor had carefully scgutinized 
the report of the Leavitt interview 
and exercised care in handling it so 
that. it would not do injustice to any- 
one. The court overruled the objec- 
tion by saying: 

“I think you can show that it was 
scrutinized with care, carefully re- 
vised, and published deliberately, not 
recklessly.” 

Q. What were the rules or policy of 
the defendant at the time of the pub- 
lication of the article in question, as 
to care and investigation to be made 
in reference to matters published or 
to be published reflecting on any per- 
son or persons? 

A. Thatwe mustexercise extrame 
care and accuracy, and be sure to get 
at the truth of the matter. | 

Witness was then turned over to ex- 
Judge McKinley for cross-examina- 


tion. 
CROSS-EXAMINATION./ 

With fervor begotten by an ancient 
grudge against The Times, the Los 
Angeles lawyer went fiercely to the 
attack. He fairly bristied with pug- 
nacity as he roared his queries at 
the witness, who met the onslaught 
with good hvymor. 

The former jurist first wanted to 
know all about E. W. Schmidt, who 
volunteered the information about Mrs, 
Leavitt, and gave the. tip to the city 
editor that she wanted to be inter- 
viewed. All that the -witness knew 
about him at that time was that he 
was an insurance agent in Los An- 
geles, and frequently met him, some- 
times at The Times office; sometimes 


outside. He seemed like a man who 
desired to give news, and point out 
where news could be got. Mrs. Ting- 


ley’s character was not discussed at 
the time Schmidt said Mrs. Leavitt 
would like to be Interviewed. 

“I didn’t know wether would get 
favorable or unfavorable news about 
Mrs. Tingley at the time 1 sent the 
reporter to interview Mrs. Leavitt. I 
simply instructed him to get facts. I 
had no idea what informatron he would 
get. I think I had never heard of 
Mrs. Leavitt before.” 

The matter about the bringing in 
and editing of the report was al! gone 
over @gain, . Andrews assuming all 
responsibility for it, as it finally ap- 
peared in the paper. He was willing 
to testify as to the sensational por- 
| tions of the interview he suppressed, 
but counsel for the defense did not 


| want the jury to hear the worst. 


Q. Did you ever seg Mrs. Leavitt 
yourself? 

Q. When did you see her? 

A. Several weeks after the publi- 
cation of the interview with her. That's 
the only time I ever saw her. 

You published another article 
about this matter some three days 
after. Was that the result of a con- 
versation you had with Mrs. Leavitt? 

I] was away at the time, and 
knew nothing about it. , 

Q. You say you did not add anything 
to the report of the interview? 

A. I did not add any statement. 

Q. Was Mrs. Leavitt's name in it 
when the article was handed to you? 

A. It was. I instructed the reporter 
to put [t in. He informed me that she 
had told him she Se et not to 
have her name mentioned. I told him 
it must go in, as the interview con- 
tained her statements, not ours. 

Q. Why did you insist on putting in 
her name? 

A. For the reaspns already stated. 
The only proper wyy to give her state- 
ments was to give them as hers. . 

Q. You didn't Know whether you 
could rely on them? 

A. I thought I eould rely on them. 
T had no reason to believe she was not 
telling the truth. I believed her state- 
ments to be true and justifiable, 

MATINEE AUDIENCE. 

A regular matinée audience was 
present at the afternoon session of 
court, the attendance of  smartly- 
dressed iadies and some not so smart, 
has been steadily on the increase since 
the beginning of the trial. 

Evidently Katherine Tingley’s code 
of moral ethics is of great interest to 
women. A great many who have been 
following the trial closely are more or 
less interested in theosophy. More 
have no interest in the tenets of the 
so-called Universal Brotherhood, but 
are attracted to the trial out of curios- 
ity to learn something about the doings 
at Point Loma. Those who have been 
looking for a sensation were gratified 
before court adjourned today. 

At the opening of the afternoon ses- 
sion the crossexamination of City 
Editor Andrews of The Times was re- 
sumed, 

“Isn't it your custom to publish ar- 
ticles reflecting on some person with- 
out investigation?” inquired Attorney 
McKinley, in a less bellicose tone than 
he had assumed at the morning session. 

“It depends upon whom the person 
is, and what the circumstances are,” 
was the reply. 

“That's all,” said the inquisitor. 

Mr. Hunsaker asked a few ques- 
tions in redirect examination, the 
most important being: 

“Was the matter requested te be 
published by you in the interest of the 
Point Loma institution in the nature 
of an advertisement?” A 

“1 considered it properly paid mat- 
ter, and advised that it go through 
the business office.”’ 

A gnotion to strike out the answer 
was denied, and the witness was ex- 
cused. 

WRITER OF THE ARTICLE. 

Lanier Bartlett, the reporter, who 
Wrote the now famous Leavitt inter- 
view, was the second witness calied 
by the defense. He gave a detailed 
necount of the obMaining of the inter- 
view and its publication, so far as he 
had anything to do with it. 

The substance of his narrative was 
that he received instructions from the 
city editor on Saturday night, Octo- 
ber 27, 1901, to call on Mrs. Leavitt 


at No. 418 West Fourth street, Los 
Angeles, to interview her concerning‘ 


matters at Point Loma, with

Tingley and associates, and also re- 
lated what purported to be her per- 
sonal experience and observations. He 
took notes of names, etc., as she con- 
versed with him, and upon returning 
to The Times office, reported oraily 
to the city editor, who instructed him 
to write out the interview, and be sure 
to credit the statements to Mrs. 
Leavitt, notwithstanding that she de- 
sired her name left out. After the 
article was prepared, he submitted it 
to the city editor, who cut out the 
most sensational portions, and caused 
the rest to be published. Witness was 
positive he quoted Mrs. Leavitt sub- 
stantially correctly in all particulars. 

Bartlett was asked to state what 
was eliminated from the article by 
the city editor, but the defens€ re- 
newed its strenuous objection, which 
Was sustained by the court. ‘Witness 
was allowed to state, however, that 
the eliminated portions refiect se- 
riously on the piaintiff. 

Cross-examination failed to shake 
the reporter’s testimony, or to bring 
out any new facts. | 

“You wanted to make an interest- 
ing article, did you not?” was one of 
the questions. 

“As far-as Mrs. Leavitt made it in- 
teresting,”” was the prompt reply. 

Witness admitted tnat all the lan- 
guage used in the report was not lit- 
erally Mrs. Leavitt's language. Some 
expressions used were his own, but 
represented in substance what Mrs. 
Leavitt had told him. 

Q. Did she refer to the Point Loma 
homestead es the “spookery?” 


A. She referred to the inmates as 
“spooks,” 

Q. Did she refer to the homestead as 
a “roost?” 

A. No. 

Q. That was your language, then? 

A. I presume it was. 

Q. Did she call Point Loma a place 
of horrors? 

A. She said it was a place 
horrors existed. 

When the defense had finished cross- 
examination of the witness, the court 
took a hand. He asked Bartlett te re- 
peat the manner in which the inter- 
view was obtained, and expressed sat- 
isfaction when the story was retold. 

SENSATION SPRUNG. 

The sengation of the day, in fact of 
the entire trial; occurred -when Mr. 
Deaney for the defense asked leave to 
introduce as evidence the deposition 
of Louis 8S. Fitch, former book-keeper 
and photographer at Point Loma. As 
the deposition purported to give inside 
information of doings at Point Loma, 


where 


counsel for plaintiff objected to the 
reading of all of it in the hearing of 
the jury. Attorney Andrews wished to 
have the jury excused while the court 
decided what portions of deposition 
should be stricken out. The court, 
however, refused to send the jury from 
the room, and stated that answers to 
questions could be objected to in their 
order as they were reached, and kept 
from the jury in that way if found to 


be irrelevant. 


Reading of the deposition was pro- 
ceeded with and it proved “hot stuff” 
from the start. Some portions of it 
were so funny that even Mrs. Tingley 
joined in the laugh that went around 
the courtroom. But at other times her 
eyes flashed fire as ge allega- 
tions were reeled off. e fidgeted 
about like an angry hen, and indulged 
in indignant exclamations that coula 


room. Following is a synopsis of the 

most interesting portions of the depo- 

sition admitted into evidence: | 
LIVED AT POINT LOMA. 

In his deposition, Mr. Fitch said 
that he is 30 years old; that he went 
to Point Loma to lve about August 
1, 1900, and that he remained there 
till) the ist of March, 1901; that he 
went there as a book-keeper for the 
Universal Brotherhood organization; 
that he was employed by Secretary- 
Genera] Pierce; that ‘Mrs. Tingley 
knew he was a photographer, and act- 
ing in accordance with her orders, he 
procured for them a fine photographic 
outfit, and while there made many 
photographs, built a telephone line, did 
guard duty. and acted as custodian of 
the keys of the archery cabinet. 

He said that the different orders and 
schools of the institution consisted of 
the Point Loma homestead, the School 
for the Revival of the Lost Mysteries 
of Antiquity, the International Chil- 
dren's Lotus Home, the International 
Brotherhood League, the Woman's 
Exchange and Mart, and the Theosoph- 
ical Publishing Company, and he 
further stated that he became a mem- 
ber of the Universal Brotherhood  or- 
ganization, a probationary member of 
the Esoteric Society of Theosophy, and 
a member of the Sons of the Rising 
Sun. He said the pledge of the E.S. 
T. was very binding, all members 
taking oath to obey the leader in all 
things, the leader being Katherine 
A. Tingley. 

TINGLEY ABSOLUTE RULER. 

The grounds, deponent says, are dl- 
vided into the homestead and the land 
owned by the S8.R.L.M.A., the latter 
grounds being held sacred, no.one but 
Mrs. Tingley being allowed at will 
upon them, excepting the deponent, 
and that he could go anywhere with 
a camera. Mrs. Tingley had absolute 
control over everything and every- 
body, and she exercised this control in 
the minutest detail. e regulated 
where every member should lodge; 
what they should eat, and where they 


sation with, with whom they should 
walk or talk, and whom they must not 
speak to or look at.

The evening gathering was held at® 
o’clock, the members gathering on the 
western porch at the stroke of a tri- 
angle, and remaining from three to 
five minutes in silent meditation, send-.

The addresses at these meet 
says Fitch, were almost entirely lauda- 
tory of the sacredness of the organiza- 
tion and the grounds at which they 
were, especially of the sacredness of 
Mrs. Tingley. She was described at 
these meetings.as the greatest in. line 
of succession of teachers or prophets, 
including Confucius, Buddha, Christ 
and Mahomet. these ceremoni 
Mrs. Tingley wore a loose robe 
white. On state occasions, when 
received vigitors, she wore a very blug 
or purple garment. | 

MARRIAGE UNNECESSARY. 


Mr. Fitch states that Mrs. Tingley 
urged him to give up book-keeping and 
become her special photographer. 
said that she was planning a trip. 
around the world and wanted him te 
go along with her, but of course Mrs, 
Fitch could not g0. “Mrs. 
said,” continues the deponent, “that 
she believed the marriage relation @¢. 
known to the world to be wholly false 
and perverted; that if people woul@ 
live the life at Point Loma for awhile 
they would evolve so as to reach 
stage where marriage would not 
necessary.” Mr. Fitch says that 
Tingley showed him a portrait of am 
Indian, with the greatest air of secrecy. 
and veneration, saying: "This is the 
man who sends us a check when we are 
in direct need, as he has power 
over 
money.” 

WOMEN WORK IN FIELDS. — 

Mr. Fitch says further that Mra, 
Tingley was a very hard worker, and 
that although her official title Was 
leader, she was frequently addressed 
as “Purple” by her official c2binet, 
oftentimes as “P.” and frequently as 
“mother” until she requested that the 
latter be stopped. Mr. Fitch affirned 
that to his own knowledge women’ 
members of the colony were employed 


at hard work on the gardens and the 


fields, and that ten or twelve were k 
at work in the fleids while he was them, 


| Mrs. Tingley told him, Fitch says, thag¢ 


he would be a pretty good fellow if it 
were not for his wife, and that he was 
in danger of being henpecked. 
WEALTHY HUSBAND. 
e also relates that Mrs. Tingley 
told him that her husband was a 
wealthy inventor and that she fre- 
quently received a check for $5000 or 
more from him. On two occasions 
said her husband was expected to visit 
Point Loma, but he never arrived 
during deponent’s stay. Mrs. Tingley, 
Fitch says, was inclined to late rising. 
Her breakfast was invariably served in 
her room, very generous in quantity 
and quality. She sometimes appeared 
at the evening meal, but most of her 
meals were served in her room. Mrs, 
Tingley wrote a great dea} herself, but 
she had educated peoplé there who, 
Fitch says, did her reading for her 
and “filled her up with what she wal 
to write.” 
TINGLEY'S ROOM OPEN. { 
Deponent states that any one was 
privileged to go to Mrs. Tingley’s room 
day or night and state their business, 
Her cabinet were privileged at all 
hours, day or night, to enter her 
chamber, singly or collectively. 


Here the reading of the deposition

EACEFUL SOLUTION PROBABLE. 


Although the powers which are al- 
Hied against Venezuela have declared a 
formal blockade of Venezuelan ports 
(which is in itself a war measure,) the 
probabilities at the present writing are 
distinctiv favorable to\an adfustment 
of the cifficulty without further acts of 
war. ‘lio state the matter In a few 
words, Venezuela has asked that the 
questions at issue be determined by ar- 
bitration, and the other nations more 
directly interested have signified their 
willingness to have the matter. get- 
tled in that way. There are many pre- 
liminaries to be determined, and some 
hitches in the proceedings are certain 
to occur, but in all probability the 
final settlement of the controversy 
will be by arbitration. And the case, 
without much doubt, will eventually 
go to The Hague court for ultimate 
decision. 

A joint proposition has been made on 
behalf of Great Britain and Germany 
to the effect that President Roosevelt 
shall act as arbitrator in this contro- 
versy between Venezuela and the Eu- 


_yopean powers. This proposal is said 


in a Berlin dispatch to have been made 
“afte: a thorough consultation between 
Germany and Great Britain.” It seems 
hardly conceivable that these great 
powers, upon careful consideration, 


could have united seriously in such a 


Suggestion. The pecullar position oc- 
cupied by the United States in this 
matter virtually precludes the possi- 
bility of the President’s acting as ar- 
bitrator. The attitude of the United 
States is not, and cannot be, one of 
entire disinterestedness—and. disinter- 
estedness should be the first requisite 
in an arbitrator. é 

As a Washington dispatch points out, 
the President, should he consent to ar- 
bitrate this question, “would be 
onee judge, jury and constable, and 
would be under the moral obligation 
to execute his own judgment.” Under 


‘ho circumstances cou'd the Preqiient 


properly consent to accept this charre. 
It is of primary importance that ihe 
hands of our gévermnment shal! be left 
entirely. free to act in this matter as 


* the circumstances of the situation may 


demand. If the President were to con- 


gent to act as arbitrator, we should be. 


handicapped’ from the beginning, an: 
The President is reported 
to be willing. in certain contingencies, 
to accept the trust. If such be the 
case, it is sincerely to be loped that 
he will reconsider the matter; for 
upon mature refiection he must be con- 
winced of the impracticablijity of his 
accepting so wuncongenial miission, 
under the circumstances. 

There has been a decided cleéring of 
the atmosphere within the past forty- 
eight hours. The blockade which has 


been proclaimed probvutly he 
raised within a few days, as the ar- 
rangements for arbitration are likely 
to be concluded within the next week, 
or the next fortnight at the latest. 
And when the questions involved are

That was a telling rejoinder which 
Senator Gallinger of New Hampshire 
(who is a member of the medica! pro- 
fession,) made to the criticism of Dr. 
W. H. Keene of Philadelphia on the 
subject of vivisection. Dr. Keene had 
accused Senator Gallinger of endeav- 
oring to secure “inhumane and cruel 
legislation,” because the latter had 
introduced a bill in the Senate to 
regulate vivisection in the District of 
Columbia. The purpose of the pro- 
posed legislation was merely ‘‘to pre- 
vent admitted cruelty.” In view of 
the atrocious cruelties too often prac- 
ticed by vivisectionists, In the name 
of science (but profaning that name,) 
legislation of the king proposed by 
Senator Gallinger for the District of 
Columbla ought to be enacted and 
rigidly enforced, in every State of the 
Union, and in every nation of the 
civilized world. It would not be nec- 
essary in uncivilized nations; for the 
latter, owing to thelr backwardnes$ in 
scientific “progress,” are as yet inca- 
pable of the ingenius and damnable 
cruelties practiced by some advanced 
vivisectionists. 
Senator Gallinger well says, in his 
reply to Dr. Keene, that “to ‘practice 
cruelty, even in the hope of helping 
humanity, is to hurt it, and delay the 
advance of civilization.” In support 
of his position, Senator Gallinger cites 
testimony to the effect that one ex- 
perimenter “is in the habit of plunging 
six dogs for thirty seconds into boiling 
water;”"\that “another fastens a dog 
to the dissecting table, and, discarding 
the use of anesthetics, stands above 
it with a large emery-stone bottle, 
with which he strikes with all his 
strength a dozen violent blows on the 
head; while the same experimenter 
says that he dislocated both the 
shoulders, doing it with difficulty.” 
Senator Gallinger says, further: . 

“Another experimenter claims that he 
has ‘consecrated’ more than eighty 
large animals, mostly horses and mules, 
to the extremest torture possible, not, 
as he expressly tells us, to solve any 
problem in medical theory, but simply 
to see what degree of pain could be 
inflicted through irritation of the spinal 
cord. Another one, still, says he has 
invented a new machine which he calls 
his ‘tormenter,’ and in this fiendish 
device, which had first been ‘quilted 
with long nails,” animals are moved 
about, racked with torment, torn and 
twisted, crushed and lacerated hour 
by hour, until crucified nature could 
no longer endure, and death comes as 
a tardy release. That experimenter 
says: ‘Il can take an ear, 
bit of skin of the animal and by turn- 
ing the handle, squeeze it beneath the 
teeth of the pinchers; I can lift the 
anliinal by the suffering part; I can 
tear it or crush it in all sorts of ways,’ 
and he adds that these experiments are 
repeated day after day ‘with much 
delight ang extreme patience for the 
epace of a year.’” 

In nearly every State of the Union 
there are socicties for the prevention 
of erueity tg,animais. They are needed. 
They perform a humane and benefi- 
cent work, in protecting the poor, help- 
less creatures which, are subject to 
man's domiuion, solely because of their 
inferior inielligence. But what is the 
suffering of a horse overdriven, or 
otherwise misused by a brutal master, 
to the monstrous “scientific” crue!ties 


practiced by some brutal vivisection- 
ists in their “‘experiments?”. It is. evi- 
Gent that societies for the prevention 


of crueity of animals fail. of their pur- 
pore when they fail to reach these de- 
famers of science, who practice the 
m atrocious and incredible of crue!- 
ties upon the thin pretense of bene- 
fiting mankind. 

Senaicor Gallinger quotes 
ent English physician, surgeon -and 
biologist, Sir Benjamin Richardson, 
as deciaring that modern experimenta- 
tion in vivisection ‘‘tends to unfit the 
physician for the discharge of his 
duties,” and as summing up his opin- 
ion in these words: “Were 1 again to 
deliver a course of physiological lec- 
tures to qualified heurers, I should 
make the experimental demonstrations 
on living animals as few and Mr be- 
tween as was compatible with duty. 
They would be painiess from beginning 
to end.” In the opinion of Senator 
Gallinger—which opinion-will appea! to 
every humane person as eminently 
sound and sensibie—students should be 
taught the great facts of physiology 
“pretisely as they are taught the 
theory of the circulation of the bleod,

has a tendency to harden and brutal- 
ize the person who practices ft. This 
is equally true, whether the person 
be the vaunted scientific “exper!- 
menter” or the vulgarian, who beats 
his patient dumb slave to force it to 
a task beyond its strength. The one 
form of cruelty is no better than the 
other. The law should punish unneces- 
Sary scientific cruelty as severely as it 
punishes the vulgar, unscientific, but 
none the less brutal and brutalizing 
form of cruelty. 

A recent dispatch from Paris gives 
an explanation of “the morbid de- 
signs and hideous attitudes of cats 
and rats as seen upon the jewelry of 
certain French and American women 
of fashion.” It is explained that these 
designs are provided by an artist who 
lives in Montmartre among cats and 
rats, which he slowly starves to death. 
When they are in their worst agonies 
of starvation he sketches them. The 
sketches are transferred to rings, pins 
and other adornments. The death 
agonies of a rat may now be seen upon 
the fifth finger of Mrs. Yerkes, while 
a@ cat writhing in the death throes of 
starvation is the latest adernment of 
Cleo de Merode’s engagement finger.” 

We are wont to boast that the world 
is making progress. Can it be so when 
such atrocities are permitted? 

The man whe can inflict acute and 
needless suffering upon a being weaker 
than himself, and subject to his con- 
trol, is a moral pervert, no matter who 
he may be nor how eminent he may 
have become in any calling... There are 
ceriain scientific truths hich it is 
perhaps necessary to investigate by 
means of vivisection, These investiga- 
tions can be conducted, as Sir Benja- 
min Richardson points out, 
manner that the operation will be 
“painiess from beginning to end.’ And 
a great scientific truth, once ascer- 
tained, can be taught as the well- 
known facts of the circulation of the 
blood are taught. There is no neces- 
sity, and no rational excuse, for sub- 
jecting to unnamable and incredible 
tortures the helpless creatures which 
are subject to man’s control, simply 
because he is the superior animal] in 
point of intelligence. 

The wise laws which have been en- 
acted for the prevention of cruelty to 
animals are weil enough in their way. 
But fshey need to be broadened in 
their Scope throughout the world, and 


to be as rigidly enforced as are the 
laws against other atrocious crimes. 


“THE “STATEHOOD” QUESTION. 


Senator Bard has frankly and 
courageously announced his position tn 
opposition to the admission of Arizona 
and New Mexico, at the present time, 
to Statehood. Mr. Bard, as a Sena- 
tor of the United States, has an un- 
questionable right to vote and to act 
as his judgment diciates, on this and 
other questions of vital public concern, 
Those who differ from his views 
this question have—the right to dif- 
fer. Their views are to be respected, 
as Senator Bard's position is also to 
be respected. Mr. Bard has formed 
his opinions upon this subject, after 
mature deliberation, and after taking 
all facts of the case under careful con- 
sideration. Those who differ from 
him have no warrant, because of such 
difference, to impugn his motives, ‘nor 
to question his judgment, 

The ardent—and sometimes viol» t— 
advocates of Statehood for Arizona 
and New Mexico should recognize the 
fact that there are two sides to the 
question. It is incumbent upon the 
Congress of the United States to take 
cognizance, not of one side of this 
question, merely, but of both sides, and 
of all considerations bearing upon the 
subject. The 
tee charged with the duty of investi!- 
gating the matter submitted a strong 
majority report adverse to the ad- 
mission of these Territories. Vitupera- 
tion and denunciation will not serve 
to destroy the reasons cited by the 
committee in support of !ts decision. 

One fact stands out in clear relief in 
this connection. It is not essential to 
the continued prosperity of these Ter- 
ritorles that they shall be endowed 
with the powers and privileges of 
Statehood. They have prospered as 
Territories; they have, in fact, shared 
in the marvelous prosperity which the 


ing the past few years under a Re- 
publican administration. They will 
continue to prosper, whiie the nation 
at large is prosperous, whether State- 
hood be granted them or not. They 
will be eligible for Statehood, in the 
future, when they shall have become 
fully and indisputably qualified for 
tnat relation. 

Commercial interests are not hounded 
nor determined by geographical boun- 
daries. So far as California ts con- 
cerned, it has practically nothing to 
gain by the conferrin- of Statehood 
upon Arizona and New Mexico... The 
country at large has practically noth- 
ing to gain by it. As a matter of fact, 
the two Territories have practically 
nothing to gain by it at this juncture. 
ty far too much stress has been placed 
upon this matter, on all sides. 

When Arizona and New Mexico shall 

have become fully qualified for State- 
hood they will be admitted without op- 
position to the sisterhood of States. At 
their present rate of development this 
time will not be far in the future. The 
fact that some Territories have been 
made States before they were qualified 
is an argument against rather than in 
favor of the premature admission of 
more Territories. If we have made mis- 
takes in the past, why should we re. 
peat them In the present, or fn the 
future? 
* Senator Bard has taken a decided po- 
sition on this question for reasons 
which undoubtedly seem to him suf- 
ficient. Although we may differ from 
his conclusions, we have no right to 
denounce him, nor to impugn his sin- 
cerity.

ALIFORNIA PIONEER 
OVER THE DIVIDE. 


DEATH OF WELL-KNOWN REAL 
ESTATE OPERATOR. 


Honored by His Friends, Called to 
His Final Reward Yesterday, Aft 
Long Illness. ~ 


Death yesterday claimed a _  well- 
known and highly-respected citizen of 
Los Angeles, in the person of F. B. 
Alderson. 

Coming to this city in 1882, in well- 
to-do circumstances, Mr. Alderson at 
once entered into business, and to the 
day of his death had a fair share in 
the prosperity of tha city. His death 
occurred yesterday forenoon and was 
not unexpected, as he had been in 
failing health. He was one of those 
quiet, friendly gentlemen, who make 
little cammotion, but do a great deal, 
and he will be remembered as a man of 
‘Strict integrity and a persistent worker 
at whatever he , undertook, . usually 
bringing success ft his undertakings. 

Franklin Byron Alderson was born 
in Pennsylvania in 1846 and came to 
California in 1868. For a number of 
years he was connected with enter- 
prises of the late Collis P. Huntington 
in and about San Francisco, but finally 
removed to Nevada and entered with 
characteristic spirit into mining. It 
was there he “made his stake,” which 
he brought with him to Los Angeles, 
and soon became identified with many 
prominent development enterprises, 

In conjunction with his brother, the 
eg J. H Alderson, he drilled one of 
t first oll wells on the West End 
hills, and continued operations many 
years in that field. What is now the 
elegant residence section in the south- 
west portion of the city was then 
stock pastures, and several of these 
tract& he placed successfully on the 
markét, and saw them built solidly to 
hames before he died. He was @ fore- 
most authority on realty, but his_tire- 
less energy and intrepid enterprise 
finally led him into financial reverses, 
which, while they tended to break his 
seemed to break his 


health, never 
spirit. . 

He had no desire for political prefer- 
ment, but in early life he sery as 
clerk of the courts in Marin county, 
and for several terms was United 
States Land Commissioner in the cen- 
tral part of this State. 

The constancy of the many friends 
of Mr. Alderson was well illustrated in 
their solicitude during his last illnéss, 
Many of them will be shocked to learn 
of hia sudden ‘death, which was imme- 
diately caused by a stroke of apoplexy, 
though his family had had no hope of 
his recovery for a long time, owing to 
complications of a serious nature. 

A widow and four sons survive him. 
L. Russell Alderson of Chicago, G. Ed- 
win Alderson and F. Earl Alderson, 
who succeed to the business in this 
rity, and L. Leslie Alderson.

Senator D. Kalaukalani, leader of 
the Home Rulers, introduced in the 
special session of the Senate a resolu- 
tion calling for an inquiry into the 
acts of Secretary of the Territory 
Henry E. Cooper, in issuing certifi- 
eates cf citizenship to Chinese born 
in the; Territory, it having been alleged 
that Cooper had retained funds  se- 
cured from fees for such certificates, 7 
The resolution was. ruled out of or- 
der, the Secretary’s office being a Fed- 
eral office. The certificates in ques- 
tion were issued by Cooper under an 
authorization from Washington, and 
the Secretary .states that his charges 
were in accordance with authority 
given him.

ARE SEEKING 


POLITICAL SPOILS. 


GREAT PRESSURE BROUGHT TO 
BEAR ON COUNCILMEN. 

Imperfections of Ward System of 


_. Election—Choice of Public Servants 


Limited to Residents in One Ward— 
Division of Patronage. 


“There has been more political pres- 
fure exerted on behalf of place seekers 
this year than ever before in my ex- 
perience. . More promises have been 
made and broken and more dissatis- 
faction has been expressed with the 
division of patronage than in any pre- 
vious campaign that I can remember, 
Applicants for positions have fairly 
swarmed in the several offices, and 
there has been no peace by day or 
might for the officers-elect.” 

Thus spoke a city official, who has 
been throuzy four campaigns, yester- 
day afternoon. 

To a greater or less extent the truth 
of this statement is admitted by all 


the officials who will serve the city for} 


the next two years. Perhaps it applies 
with the greatest force to the incom- 
ing Councilmen, who have at their dis- 
posal, for the present at least, a large 
proportion of city patronage. Their 
footsteps have been dogged from place 
to place, and although many of the po- 
sitions have been filled, the disap- 


' pointed aspirants still cling to a for- 


lorn hope that something will happen 
to upset the combination, 

“Work has been impossible at my 
Office since th»: election,” declared a 
Counciliian yesterday. “Do you know 
that lasi Wednesday morning there 
were forty men, by actual count, seek- 


. ing positions in my office, and that be- 


tween 8 and 12 o'clock. What can you 
do? You must hear what each man 
has to-say, and comfort him with the 
afrurance that you will consider his 
case. It is useless to attempt to ex- 
Plain that the places to be filled are 
divided up among the several ward 
representatives in the division of pats 
ronage, and that the appointment de- 
penas practically upon one man.” 
Indeed, a large majority of citizens 
who do not engage in active politics 
believe that the Councilmen gather in 
caucus for a thoughtful, serious cof 
Sideration of the qualifications of the 
several aspirants fer the positions, 
With this idea petitions and letters of 
recominendations are presented.

The men 
eeiected work for the entire city, but 
the ‘ity does not get the benefit of the 
best workers in the city.

few have remarked upon the disadvan- 
tages incident to the ward system of 
election. If the Councilmen had been 
elected from the city at large, it is sata, 
they would have been free to select 
the men hest fitted for positicns in the

THE INFERIOR COURTS. 


OWE GAS WORKMEN 
- QUICKLY ACQUITTED. 


f~-At 2:45 yesterday the case against 


the Valley Gas and Fuel Company 
terminated in the Police Court, like the 


8nuffing of a candle. 


When the noon recess arrived, the 


prosecution had practically closed its 


case, and the defense, it was  sup- 
posed, would begin submitting evi- 
dence in the. afternoon, but to the 
contrary, it announced that it would 
put no witnesses on the stand. | 

The two Lowe brothers had been 
called by the prosecution, and in their 
cross-examination the defense had, in 
fact, presented its whole case, in the 
coptention that the work upon which 
the twelve men were engaged when ar- 
rested ®as no part of a gas works, but 
was a governor on the pipe line for 
the distribution of the gas manufac- 
tured at the works in the Arroyo Seco, 
outside the city. limits. 

Justice Morgan announced that each 
side would be given fifteen minutes to 
argue, as the defense had indicated 
that it would require no, more. 

Prosecuting Attorney Chambers 
opened the case, talking fifteen min- 
utes, and Attorney Rush was to fire 
the “hot stuff’ at the jury after the 
defense had made its play. 

Justice Morgan then announced, that 
inasmuch as Mr. Chambers had occu- 
pied fifteen minutes in the opening, he 
would grant to each side thirty min- 
utes for argument. 


Attorney Bailey broke the recérd 


and “beat the game" by making the 
following speech to. the court: 3 

“Your Honor, the defense has  de- 
cided to submit the case to the jury 
upon the instructions of the court, 
without argument.” 

“In that case,” said the court, ‘‘there 
will be no argument, and I will pro- 
ceed with the instructions and charge 
to the jury.” 

The jugtice occupled about fifteen 
minutes, reading all the points sub- 
mitted by both sides. His charge re- 
viewed the right of all parties, but 
the gist of if may be given in a very 
few words. After stating that any 
lighting company has the right, under 
the State Constitution. to use the 
streets of the city for the laying of 
pipes, under the supervision of the 
proper city authorities, he instructed 
the jury that if it found that the 
men arrested were working upon a 
governor, and not upon a “tank, reser- 


voir or receptacle for the storage of 


gas, their purpose was a lawful one, 
and not within the scope of this ordi- 
nance, and you must find the de- 
fendapts not guilty.” 


The jury retired at 2:35, and within 


three or four minutes had taken a 
vote, unanimously finding the de- 
fendants not guilty. 


Jackson Victims Wrathy. 


There is fervent warmth under the 
collars of the people who are trying to 
recover, on seurch-warrant, the goods 
stolen from them by R. A. Jacksen 
and his wife. 

The culprits were in Justice Austin’s 
court yesterday and the claimants 
were on hand, but: owing to the fact 
that the attorney of the Jacksons's 
was engaged on another case in Justice 
Morgan's court, the Jackson case again 
went over until Monday. 

The claimants to the property, be- 
lieving the biblical “seven times seven,” 
Was more than they should be called 
upon to obey, were indignant beyond 
expression. To the number of seven 
they have appeared in court seven 
times, with the same result, and they 
have concluded that they should not 
be required to adhere more literally 
to the sacred injunction. They yes- 
terday sent the following note to The 
Times: 

“Large numbers of people who have 
lost property by the stealings of burg- 
lar Jackson, were in court today to 
prove their property, only to be disap- 
pointed. The owners of the goods wi!l 
assemble at the Police Court on Mon- 
day, prepared to replevin their goods 
from the hands of an incompeten' set 
of court officers. W. J. Sheriff, H. RB. 
Frye, wife and daughter: Mrs. Rich 
and others have expressed a determina- 
tion to so proceed.” 

It is only right to say thet Justice 
Austin has done al! in his power to 
legally bring about the hearings in 
these cases, and has announced a final 
determination that they must be heard 
tomorrow.

STRANGE GUBSTS. 

In one way the Gulldhall is true to 
its traditions at Christmas time, but 
in another it isn’t—because, for once, 
the Clty Fathers look on while 
others eat, and -the guests, in. 
stead of being the richest, mightiest 
folk of the day are the littiest, poorest 
and most helpless that can be gathered 
in all the sad byway; and alleys of 
Whitechap 1. 

This banquet {s no ordinary affair, 
for the “City” has a tremendous dig- 
nity to maintain and an unbroken rec- 
ord, dating. from away back before 
America was discovered, of doing 
nothing common. So the ragged urch. 
ins from all the dens that are some- 
times grouped under the general title 
of White.hapel are treated with the 
same exact and punctilious ceremony 
that is occasioned by a royal visit. 
The result is the most picturesque 
holiday entertainment of the year. 

The guests are always 6200 in num- 
ber, carefully chosen by relief societies 
from the hungriest of ail the hungry 
children in London. You don’t have 
to be good to get an invitation; you 
only have to prove that a big Christ; 
mas dinner would come handier to you 
than to almost any one else. Twelve 
hundred of the children, who are more 
or less able-bodied, are gathered under 
the noble old raftered roof of the 
Guildhall, and the other five thousand 
who are all cripples or too ill to come, 
have their dinners sent around to 
them in hampers. The process of se- 
lection is going on this week under the 
general auspices of John Kirke, secre. 
tary of the Ragged School Union, and 
allied charitable bodies. 

“GODSPEED TO YOU.” 

The benquet begins this year, as 
usual, at 5 o'clock on the afternoon 
of December 31. But there is a queer 
littie touch of ceremony at nvon on 
the same day. At the stroke of 12 on 
the last day of each year Aldermay, 
Sir William Treloar, who conceived 
the idea of this banquet, and who 
raises most of the $8000 necessary to 
pay for it. turns up with the Lord 

ayor of that year at the door of the 
Guildhali, and Sir William formally 
hands to the Lord Mayor a © thick 
packet of envelopes. Each of — these 
contains a long list of names of the 
cripples who are. to. receive the 
hampers—twenty tons of them in all— 
for which the delivery men are driving 
up in line. The Lord Mayor hands 
to each man his list, and says officially 
and formally. “Godspeed to you.” The 
same formula is repeated to every 
man. The dinners might taste just as 
good if this ceremony were omitted, 
and it would save the busy Lord 
Mayor a good deal of bother, but the 
bit of sentiment is never lost on the 
people who witness it. 

As becomes the headquarters of the 
best-fed corporation in the world. one 
of the features of the Guildhall is its 
great kitchen, where delicacies have 
been cooked for king ‘and premiers 
since time out of mind. It might be 
maintained that the chief of the Gufld- 
hall kitchen is far and away the mosf 
important member of the municipal 
government. Even the cooks at Wind- 
sor cannot do a Christmas baron of 
beef to such a nicety as those in the 
Guildhall. Yet these grave poten- 
tates attend as seriously to the prep- 
aration. of the repast for the little 
army of the unwashed as they did a 
few weeks ago to preparing the City's 
feast for King Edward and Queen 
Alexandra. Ther«. is no turtle soup, 
to be sure, but the roast beef and the 
plum pudding are enough to make a 
millionaire’'s mouth water.

It is un-' 
deniably a field that will prove in- 
comparably rich in productiveness, 
but unwise and overzealous specula- 
tion has loaded it down to the guards 
with a burden of capitalization it can- 
not carry, and it will never prove a 
remunerative investment to the masses 
whose money has been invested in ft 
so lavishly and who are looking to 
it so expectantly. |

tually invested is far in excess of the 
amount that might be expected to re-. 
turn a fair rate of interest. It is un-' 
deniably a fleld that will prove in- 
comparably rich in productiveness, 
but unwise and overzealous specula- 
tion has loaded it down to the guards 
with a burden of capitalization it can- 
not carry, and it will never prove a 
remunerative investment to the masses 
whose money has been invested in it 
so lavishly and who are looking to 
it expectantly. 

Much of the land which sold for 
thousands of dollars per acre brought’ 
too much money, no matter how much 
oil there was under it. Subsequent 
prospecting has shown that there was 
no oll at all under the greater part 
of it. This means gigantic losses to 4 
be met by someone. It is probable 
that these losses, great as they are, 
will be so generally distributeq that . _ 
no panic or collapse will occvr. The , 
shadowy, illegitimate companies are 
folding up their tents, and thousands 
of small investors will have to—-ewal- 
low their chagrin and disappointment 
and resolve to be wise next time.

The Tribune prints the following of 
Julia Mariowe’s new play “The 
Cavalier:” 

Miss Marlowe was eagerly welcomed 
at the Criterion Theater, where she 
reappeared, after eight months of ab- 
sence from this capital, presenting a 
new drama, calied Cavalier,” and 
acting the principal part in it. ° The 
new drama is an epitome of a popular 
novel, by George W. Cablie—a loose- 
jointed fabric, made bv Mr. Paul Kes- 
ter, Mr. George Middleton, a pair of 
Scissors, and a pot of paste. The prin- 
cipai part is that of an ardent, intrepid, 
expeditious young woman, who has 
made an unfortunate marriage, and 
whose dramatic fortune it becomes to 
behave with exemplary fortitude, 
heroic audacity, expert ingenuity, and 
brilliant spirit, unde rsome of the try- 
ing consequences of this deplorable do- 
mestic alilance. The time of the play 
is that of the American Civil War; the

‘Southern woman; the chief persons im- 


plicated in the movement are officers, 
respectively, of the Union and Con- 
federate armies; and the dramatic pur- 
pose is an illustration o1 woman's wit 
and valor, in a difficult and perilous 
emergency.

The death of the veteran actor, Dan. 
fel #. Harkins, which occurred in San 
Francisco recently deprives the stage 
of an able, earnest, and accomplished 
votary, anfl bereaves a wide circle of 
comrades and friends. Mr. Harkins 
had been on the stage for forty-nine 
years, when last spring, he broke down, 
at Waliack’s Theater (April 14, 1902) 


That was the end of his carer—a ca- 
reer that was ambitious, honorable, 
and successful, and one that is remern- 
bered with deep respect. Mr. Harkins 
Was a native of Boston, born on April 
27, 1835. He first appeared on the s‘age, 
at John Rice’s Theater, Chicago, in 
1853, and afterward he was for a time 
associated with the old Walnut, in 
Philadeiphia, from which theater he 
came to Laura Keene's, In this city, 
and he also acted here with Burton 
and with Edwin Forest, both of whom 
he greatly admired and on both of 
whom his sty® was modeled. During 
the whole period of the Civil War he 
served in a New York regiment, and 
he rose to the rank of major. In 1866 
he resumed acting, and was seen at the 
Broadway Theater, in the company of 
the elder Hackett, the famous Fal- 
staff. In 1869 he prompted Augustin 
Daly to establish the Fifth Avenue 
Theater, (so, at least, he always gsaid,) 
and he became Mr. Daly’s stage man- 
ager, when that house was opened, in 
the autumn of that year: and, but for 
a brief interval of absence, he con- 
tinued In that occupation tii! 1877. 
Somewhat later he organized a com- 
pany and made a tour of Great Brit- 
ain, Australia, and New Zealand, re- 
turning by way of San Francisco, 
where he acted with much acceptance, 
in “Macbeth,” ‘“‘Richard III" and other 
standard plays. He reappeared in New 
York, in 1883, as “Richelieu,” became 
associated with Richard Mansfield in 
1887, and, after nine years in that serv- 
ice, joined Mr. John Drew's company, 
in 1896. The later seasons of his ac- 
tivity have presented no incidents of 
special personal import. He was grad- 
ually drifting Into obscurity, and, like 
other veterans, Was becoming resigned 
to the common fate. In his younger 
days Mr. Harkins wag remarkable for 
a fine aspect, buoyant carriage, and 
dashing demeanor, and he especially 
excelled tn characters of the Benedick 
order. He esteemed his embodiment of 
Benedick as the first and best 
of his achievements, in comedy, 
and, it was a  ~personation sgel- 
dom, if ever, rivaled.

He had abun- 
dant animal spirits, a keen sense—of 
character, and a bold and vigorous 
style. He acted Ingomar exceedingly 
well, and he preserved the tradition 
of Edwin Forest in Metamora. He was 
very versatile, ranging from Shake- 
speare to the modern French drama, 
and from Virginius and Richelieu to 
“Foul Play” and “Beau Brummell.” 
His training in his profession was 
thorough, and whatever he undertook 
to do was thoroughly well done. In 
character he was notable for sturdy 
manliness, ,integrity. simplicity, and 
truth. Hg’had a laborious life, with- 
out much reward for all h!s toil, but he 
never became embittered and never 
lost hie faith in the nobility of his ca!l- 
ing or the fidelity of hi# fflends. He 
Was Sincerely respected, and he will 
be affectionately remembered.

Plagiarism ? 

In her letter t6 the Chicago Tribun> 
Jeanette L. Gilder, dramatic critie and 
editor of the Critic magazine, writes 
as follows: : 

“In connection with David Belasco’s 
play, ‘The Darling of the Gods,’ the 
playwright is agatn accused of plagiar- 
ism. This time it is Miss Onoto Wa- 
tanna, the author of “A 
Nightingale,” and numerous short 
Japanese stories, who comes forward 
and declares that Mr. Belasco has 
availed himself of material contained 
in her book, “The Wooing of Wis- 
taria.”” This novel was published by 
Harper & Bros. early in September. 
and is said to be the first historical 
novel of Japan written in the English 
language, and in which the characters 
are all Japanesé. Miss Watanna’ is- 
sists that she placed a synopsis of her 
story in Mr. Belasco’s hands about a 
year ago, and that in several .inter- 
views with his manager, Benjamin P. 
Roeder, she expatiated upon the idea 
of a Japanese play. Her manuscript 
was returned to her, however, she 
says, and she was told that Mr. Be- 
lasco thought a complete play of Japan 
would be out of the question, thoygh 
a ‘curtain raiser’ might interest. 

When told of the ecusations of the 
Japanese authoress, r. Belasco, in a 
statement to the papers, denied that 
he had taken any of her work, and 
said that he had never heard of her 
until two months ago. To strengthen 
his denial he got an order for Miss 
Watanna’s arrest In a civil suit -for 
Is his affidavit which ac- 
companied the order of arrest, he 
states that some time last February 
Miss Watanna called at his office, but 
denies having seen her or having read 
either her play or book. This conflicts 


with his newspaper statement that he 
only heard of her two months before. 


The Japanese authoress eluded the 
order of arrest (an unusual thing fn a 
civil suit of this kind) by appearing at 
the Sheriff's office the following day 
(the attempt was made to gerve the 
order upon her at night) and immedi- 
ately furnishing the bail. 

Just how much there is to the serious 
charges of Miss Watanna may best 


_ seen by a compartson of a short synop-. 
_ Sis of her book and Belasco’s play. It 


is hard to prove a charge of plagiarism, 
and the plagiarist of today is too sub- 
‘tle to steal] the whole of his victim's 
work. Indeed, it is well known that 
the more cunning plagiarist simply 
reads over the work he desires to ‘lift,’ 
then, putting it aside, rewrites the 
entire thing in a fresh ferm, which 
naturaily enough would confuse even 
the original author. Miss Watanna’s 
mere statement that her work has been 
plaigiarized is gufficient. She 
must prove her claims. Mr. Belasco 
insists he never even saw or heard of 
her siory before..If there are any 
points of resemblance it must be purely 
accidental—a coincidence. Moreover, 
it may be that in some peculiar way 
Belasco and the Japanese authoress 
may have some affinity, which causes 
their minds to work in unison, thus 
producing the same _ ideas. Who 
knows! 

The following are the points of re- 
semblance. 

(1.) The hero of the Belasco play, 
an outlawed prince of Choshui. 

The hero of the novel “Wistaria”’ {s 
an outlawed prince of Choshul. This 
character is not historical, but was 
purely an tmaginary character. The 
Mori family of Choshul was outlawed, 
but the heroic character of the out- 
lawed prince was purely an Invention. 

(2.) The play is during the 
time Just succeeding the restoration. 

“Wistaria” is laid just preceding the 
restoration and during the restoration. 
_ G.) The heroine of the play is a Jap- 
anese Princess, Yosan by name. 

The heroine of “The Wooine of Wis- 
taria” is a princess of the house of 
Shimadzu (Satsuma) and the ward of 
the prince of Catzu. 

(4.) In the Belasco play the Prince 
meets the Princess and falls in love’ 
hee her, as she does with him, at first 
sight. 

Ditto tn ‘‘Wistarta.” 

(5.) In the Belasco play the heroine 
is forced to betray her lover's follow- 
ers. 

In “Wistaria” the heroine is forced 
by her father to betray the political 
party of her lover. 

(6.) In the Belasco the Prince 
is hidden in the shoji of the Prin- 
cess in order to save him from his 
enemies. 

In “Wistaria” the Prince Is hidden In 
her fathers house in order to save his 
life from the hands of the shogun 
spies. 

(7.) In the Belasco play a giant 
servant of the Princess guards 
the Prince and shows abject devotion 
to the Princess. 

In “Wistaria” the giant Samoural 
Sir Genji is Wistaria’s personal at- 
tendant and retainer: with unswerving 
allegiance and devotion to her he 
mounts guard over the wounded 
Prince. 

(8.) In the Belasco play the Prin- 
cess teils the hero one portion of 
her father’s walls is low and where 
he could easily escape his enemies. 

In “Wistaria” the heroine writes a 
letter to the Prince telling him of a 
break in the wall where the palace is 
also unguarded. 

(9.) In the Belasco play the wounded |

Prince, hidden in the shoji of Yosan, 
while dallying in lovemaking, frets for 
his sword and longs to join his follew- 


ers.

In “Wistnria” she has a genial un- 
cle, her guardian, and a severe mentor 
of an aunt, who, on discovering her 
love for the Prince; treats her cruelly. 

(12.) In the Belasco play, upon the 
discovery of the Prince of what he 
thinks the perfidy of Yosan—namely: 
her betrayal! of his followers for the 
purpose of saving his life-—-he raises 
his sword to kill her, but ig deterred, 
and wildly denonnces her. , .

“Wistaria”’ does not know that her 
lover._whom she traps into betraying 
the poliiical secrets of his -party, is 
actually a Prince, but believes him 
merely a retainer. 

(14.) in the Belasco play the Inner 
life of a Daimio is pictured and de- 
scribed, with its sujnptuous entertain- 
ments, hosts of guards and menials. 

In “Wistaria™ ditto. ‘ 

(15.) In the Belaseo play the cilmax 
of the drama is between the father, 
the daughter, and the lover; both 
daughter and lover suffer through the 
father. 

In “‘Wistaria” the climax is between 
these thre@ characters, and daughter 
and lover, likewise, suffer thraagh the 
father, 

(16.) Belasco makes his hero commit 
hari-Kkari at the end of his play, in 
the presence of the heroine. ‘ 

In the last chapter of “‘Wistaria” the 
hero is about to commit hari-kari when 
deterred by the Lady Wistaria. 

Is it any wonder then that “A Darl- 
ing of the Gods” seemed familiar to 
me?. And I had not sat half through 
the play when I turned to the friend 
who accompanied me and said: “Now 
I know why this play seems like an old 
story. It is “The Wooing of Wistaria.”

“A Message from Mars,”” the Desde- 
mona. 

For a whole year nothing has been 
heard from R. C. Carton, the gifted 
author of “Lerd and Lady Algy,” 


“Lady Huntworth’s Experiment,” and 


“Liberty Hay.”  Carton's piece, 
Undercurrent” broke his long record of 
successes, and, as months went by 
without any announcement as to a new 
piay from his pen, piaygoers began to 
believe that the playwright had quit 
in disgust. Now, however, Carton has 
emerged from his fastnesses bearing 
the manuscript of a new comedy which 
is to be given at the Criterion. If it 
proves a success it will be produced in 
America by Charles Frohman. 


It is not so long since Coquelin the 
elder opened his home for aged actors 
and now the asylum for old musicians 
for which Verdi, the composer, made 
provision, is about to be opened at 
Rome. This retreat is designed for 
both sexes and will house sixty men 
and forty women. It is a large and 
handsome building and is provided with 
all sorts of comforts. Verdi requested 
that the men who live at his “home” 
wear coats and soft hats ofthe style 
which he used to affect and they wiil 
do so. Several of the rooms of the es- 
tablishment are being fitted up as a 
“Verdi museum, and will be filled with 
personal relics of the founder. ~~ 

The story of “Our Two Consclences” 
grips as hard as that of “Ressurrec- 
tion.”” The consciences are those whose 
relative merits are discussed so often 
in France today—the churchman’'s and 
that of the athelstic man of affairs. 
The two chief figures in the drama are 
a priest and a doctor, unbeliever. 
The characters of both are sorely tried 
and both’ prove unshakable. The 
churchman is charged with a murder 
of which he is innocent—the murderer 
has confessed to him and he couid 
betfay him and save himself, but the 
seal of the church closes his lips. The 
wife of the atheist informs him that 
she can prove an alibi for the priest, 
but that tn order to do so, she must 
confess having visited a place where 
no virtuous woman would be seen. The 
doctor's position is at stake, but he 
does not hesitate. He sends his wife 
to court, where she tells her story and 
the priest's life is saved. ; 

Edna May’s pians have undergone a 
change within the last few days, in con- 
sequence of which it may be some lit- 
tle time before her promised reappear- 
ance in her native land. It was the 
intention of Miss May’s managers, 
George Edwards and Charles Frohman, 
that she shouid play the original part 
in ‘“‘Three Little Maids’ when the 
musical comedy, now crowding the 
Prince of Wales's Theater, is taken to 
America. Now, however, it has been

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of Paganini and of Liszt showa that 
technic is not the grentst thing in mu- 
Fic, though indispnsable to the artist. 
What, then, is the greatest thing in 
music? Is it intellect? If so, Hans 
von Bulow was the first of all interpre- 
ters. But was he’ A keener intellect 
than Bulow no musician has ever pos- 
sessed. His letters, his essays, betray 
it on every page. It is made obvious 
in his critical notes to the works of 
Beethoven, and other masters, and it 
was made obvious in the playing of 
their works to all who were so lucky 
as to hear him. Yet there was something 
lacking in Hans von Bulow’s playine. 
It was entertaining,, Suggestive, tilu- 
minating, and brought out the mean- 
ing of a composition with marvelous 
clearness; but it seldom warmed the 
cockles of the heart. Bulow was for 
many years a pupil of Liszt, who gave 
hirn invaluable hints in regard to 
phrasing and interpretation: but OMe 
thing Liszt could not teach him, be- 
cause it is unteachable, and this is 
what is now usually called Tempera- 
ment. Temperament ia the greatest 
thing in music; and when Liszt com- 
plained in his letters to friends that 
he was wasting his time giving les- 
sons because the essential thing could 
not be taught, he meant, of course, 
temperament. 

A pianist who has tem 
a pianist who can stir the emotions 
of his hearers. The Russian Rubin- 
stein was not nearly so intellectual, or 
80 critical, as Bulow, nor was hig tech- 
nic faultiess; yet how he could sway 
his audiences! Comparison of these 
two pianists shows ‘clearly that tem- 
perament is chiefly a matter of emo- 
tion, and not a mysterious compound 
of various qualities, as fome have 
maintained. The reason why Liszt, 
Rubinstein and Paderewski are the 
greatest pianists of al) times, is that 
to Superlative technic and keen intel- 
lgence they add the cistinct emo- 
tional quality of temperament, the 
greatest thing in music. These con- 
siderations are not only of aesthetic in- 
terest; they also have great practical 
value. There are moments in the life 
of every musician when he asks him- 
self: “Is it worth my while to con- 
tinue—to try to win fame and fortune 
as a performer?” My answer to this 
question would be in every case: “If 
you are simply a clever technician— 
don’t; if technical and intellectual 
only—don't; but if you have tempera- 
ment also, then go ahead, and try your 
luck.” Do not allow yourself to be mis- 
led by the cheap applause of ignorant 
friends; the unmusical can be excited 
with a glissando or the childis har- 
monics of a fiddler. But if you can 
thrill your hearers with a simple piece 
of slow music, you are one of the 
chosen. In that case you will feel the 
thrill yourself. No one should try to 
become a public performer unless he is 
ocasionally moved to tears by his own 
piaying. The members of Seidl’s or- 
chestra say that when he conducted an 
emotional work Iike Tchaikowsky’s 
“Pathetic Symphony,” the tears used 
to run down his cheeks. The audience 
could not see this, but it felt what

their calm, almost bovine look of con- 
tentment, must recognize there a trait 
that needs only the power of articu- 
lation to produce a natural religion of 
feeling, or mysticism, like that of Ce- 
sar Franck and Maeterlinck. It was 
the same sort of self-sufficient serenity, 
the antithesis of Saint-Saens’s busy 
worldliness, that determined the course 
of Franck's life, so obscure, 80 unevent- 
ful, so dominated/by high spiritual pur- 
pose.”

A curious document has Just been 
unearthed at St. Petersburg—that is 
to say, a permit Granted to Rubin- 
stein in 1 for a recital at Berne.

upon which a smal! duty was imposed. 
The license granted to Rubinstein 
acknowledges the receipt of f£.5 for 
“divertissements musicaux.” Those 
who recollect the vigor of Rubinstein's 
pianoforte style would scarcely de- 
scribe one of his performances as a 
“divertissement.”

ELEMENT OF IMAGINATION. | 
Similar to the modification in the 
reported words of Jesus is an element 
of the imagination found in the ’stor- 
jes of the gospels, especially those 
concerning the infancy of Christ, re- 
corded in the opening chapters of Mat- 
thew and Luke, which probably rep- 


pels and which are entirely lacking in 
Mark and John, and have left no im- 
press in the writings of Paul. Many 
critics regard these stories as more or 
less legendary—beautiful expressions of 
& right-minded Imve and reverence, 

nvest the vior’s infancy with 
recitals of poetic fancy. 

Two distinct traditions appear re- 
Specting the birth of Christ. One is 
represented in His genealogies given in 
Matthew and Luke. These efforts to 
solve His descent through Joseph show 
that He was regarded as the real son 
of Joseph. This earlier tradition seems 
to have been followed by a later one of 
the miraculous ‘conception. Is this a 
beautiful touch of the imagination? 
Did the endowment of Christ with the 
gifts of the divine spirit occasion the 
notion that in His. materia} body He 
was likewise an offspring of the spirit? 
Or was the secret of His conception re- 
vealed only late in life by His mother 
and thus entered late into the gospe! 
story? The tendency just now among 
scholars is toward the former view. 
If two clauses (Luke i., 34; ii., 23) are 
interpretations, as is held by some, 
then that gospel most probably 
originally knew of no miraculous con-

An alleged instance of the growth of 
marvel may also be seen by compar- 
ing the different accounts of Jesus's 
baptism. The older record is clearly 
preserved in Mark end Matthew, where 
Christ's inner experience of the divine 
spirit is beautifully expressed in the 
figurative phrase, “‘He saw the spirit 


lighting upon Him.” In Luke the 
representation is of the spirit descend- 
ing “in a bodily form as a dove” and 
apparently witnessed ‘by onlookers. 
DATD OF THE SYNOPTISTS. 

In respect to the date of the synop- 
tists there is no especial departure 
from the traditional view. Mark prob- 
ably was written just before the fall of 
Jerusalem (70 A. D.) and Matthew be- 
tween 70 A D. and 80 A. D., and Luke 
also in the same general period as 
Matthew. The important point is that 
these gospels represent essentially the 
second generation after Christ and 
have suffered the molding and shap- 
ing influence of this lapse of time, 
which was long enough for His words 
to be modified through transmission

brief episties, known as second and 
third episties of John, appear written 
by one hand and about the same time. 
Whether they were written by the au- 
thor of the first epistie is not certai 
but they belong to the same schoo 
and breathe the same atmosphere. 
The book of Acts is similar in com- 
position to the synoptic gospels. Writ- 
ten sources underly the first half of 
the book, which relates the beginnings 
of the Christian church, especially the 
ministry of Peter, and the narratives 
bear marks of the imagination. The 
phenomenon of speaking with tongues 
was common in the ancient church, as 
references in the writings of Paul and 
elsewhere show. On the day of Pénte- 
cost such a speaking took place (Agts 
li, 4.) but the author has describedWt 
as something apparently very differ- 
ent from ordinary speaking, since here 
it was accompanicd with the gift of 
speaking foreign languages (Acts ll, 
8-11.) This looks as though the writer, 
influenced by the glamor which sur- 
rounded the infant church, had been 
led to endow even familiar occurrences 
with marvel and mystery. 
‘Doubt also has been raised whether 
the speeches recorded, especially that 
of Stephen, represent the ones actu- 
ally delivered, or wsether they may 
not have been put into the mouths 
of the speakers, 1g was customary by 
writers of antiquity. The second half 
of the book, containing an account of 
the ministry of Paul, shows the clear 
use of a journal kept by some com- 
panion of Paul, but probably not Luke 
the author of Acts.

HEBRDPWS—JAMES—PETER—JUDE. 

The authoriship of the epistle to the 
Hebrews has always been an open 
question, and recent investigation of- 
fers little that is new In this regard 
or in reference to its contents, except 
to emphasize more vividly its value 
as illustrating an apologetic method 
of the primitive church current among 
Hellenistic Jewish Christians. 

The epistie of James is either one 
of the earliest or latest of the New 
Testament writings. Recent opinion 
favors the latter view, and that it was 
written by someone elise than either 
the apostie James, the son of Alphaeus, 
or James, “the brother of the Lord.” 
Two recent writers have endeavored 
to prove that the epistle was origin- 
ally a Jewish work, Iater revised by 
a Christian editor. The strength of 
this hypothesis rests upon the meager 
Christianity of James, and itn many 
parallels between it and. the older 
Jewish literature, Burt this theory has 
not met with any general approval. 

Scholars are divided in reference to 
the genuineness .of the first epistie of 
Peter, with the weight of authority in 
its favor, and for the date about 64 
B.C. The epistie is of special interest 
from the problem of the sources of its 
references to Jesus. They point either 
to an evangelical tradition earlier than 
that from which the synoptic gospels 
sprang, or simply to the Messianic in- 
terpretation of the fifty-third chapter 
¢ Iealah, In the early church. A re- 
semblance between the general con- 


rention of the epistle and some of the

Petrine speeches in Acts, has been 
traced. 


The second epistie of Peter and the 
epistie of Jude belong together. They 
are both undoubtedly pseudonymous, 
as the early church suspected in refer- 
ence to the former, and are dependent 
upon one another, and belong to the 
last decade of the first century. The 
priority is usually gipen to the second 
epistie of Peter. 

THE BOOK OF REVELATION. 

Recent criticism has thrown much 
light on the Book of Revelation and 
done excellent service in expounding 
the true nature of that composition. 
The Book of Revelation is no longer 
to be regarded as a wierd, mysterious 
disclosure of future history. Sanity 
has been given to its interpretation 
on the principle that it is a “prophecy 
given not to explain history, but to be 
explained by history.”” Under its vi- 
sions are described the vicissitudes, 


longings and hopes of the apostolic | 


church during periods of persecution. 
Its final composition took place dur- 
ing the reign of Domitian at the 
close of the first century, but it con- 
tains literary material of an eariier 
period, probably a nucleus (visions like 
those in the eleventh, thirteenth and 
fourteenth chapters,) which referred to 
the Roman Emperor, Nero, if not to 
the Emperor Caligula. Writers of 
apocalyptic Hterature were accustomed 
to borrow, and adapt earlier composi- 
tions to the emergencies of their own 
times. The recognition of this dj- 
versity in the unity of the book has 
been the key to the solution of its 
date. The traditional apostolic author- 
ship ts allowed by some, though not 
the majority of critics, to be well at.

TEMPLE ORNAMENTATICN. 
| G@hinto temples, like the faith, are 
characterized by the utmost simplicity; 
the uniform torii and the lanterns of 
unvarying pattern, the relentless dog 
guardians, and the thatched roof shel- 
ter for the mirror of the Sun Goddess 
constituting an equipment that may be 
defined as severely classic. Ornamen- 
tation is reserved for the Buddist 
places, where not only do the sacred 
properties lend themselves to pictur- 
esque adjustment, and ceremonial may 
/become ornate and elaborate with 
imagery, but where also even the ap- 
proaches and surroundings appeal to 
sensual nature, In the Puddist grounds 
which we next visited, were two ponds 
outlying the temple inclosure. In one 
of them disporited fish with foliated, 
filmy tails that trailed through the 
water like outspread fans of gauze and 
gold; and another was the home of a 
turtle colony, part of which crowded 
up toward the bank to be fed with 
poppdd beans by passers, while hun- 
dreds lay sunning on an island of 
rock and bamboo poles in the center. 
THE PUGILISTIC NIO8. 

the gateway of the enclos- 
ure were cages, holding, but scarcely 
confining, the two Nios, the good de- 
mons whose office it is to frighten away 
the bad demons that are always trying 
to enter holy places. arte are 

in stature, and te c of as- 

rage if trained for fearful en- 
counter, no superfiuous fiesh burdens 
their huge frames. The overlying mus- 
cles strap their breasts like ribs; their 
feet, planted firmly apart, and their 
sinewy calves, betoken a purchase on 
the ground that only supernatural 
strength can disiodge. Corded bunches 
trace the power in thelr arms, one 
raised to strike, the other invincible 
for defense. There is a wild joy in 
their countenances, eager, almost pant- 
ing for conflict, and refiecting in every 
line strenuous life; and _ their firm 
crowns, perched square upon the cen- 
ter of their skulls, seem at the same 
time an assertion of power and a badge 
of defiance. 
Signs abounded of the adoration tn 
which the Nios are held. To the bars 
and pillars of the cages were hung 
straw sandals, some of them large 
enough for the ponderous feet of the 
figures within, and decreasing through 
every size to that for babies. They 
had been put there with invocations 
for fleetness, strength of limb, and 
for power to walk, showing that from 
age to Infancy no class had omitted to 
ask favor of these protectors. The 
figures we saw had been 80 blotched 
and spattered with marks not in the 
original design as to prompt one of 
our party, who put aside her glasses, 
\to remark that the sacred doves flying 
about were deplorably lacking: in 
reverence: but the marks were of 
paper wads, with strength prayers 
written on them, which worshipers 
had rolled in their mouths until fit to 
stick to anything, and hed then hurled 
them. bal! form, at the Nios, where 
they had clung, even after drying out. 
Strength, of coutse, rewards those 
whose pellets reach the mark. 
IN THE MAIN TEMPLE. 


We had the main temple to our- 


selves, almost as if the show of vaulted 
roof and images, of turreted altar 
shining with gold lacquer, of great 
bronze lamps and gilded lotus leaves 
and flowers, had been laid out that 
morning to feast our eyes. The few 
priests sitting here and there on the 
matted floor within the fencing that 


imposed distance ypon inspection by 


the meddlesome, paid as little atten- 
tion to us as to each other, and the 
kimonoed visitors in the section where 
those not of the temple may go moved 
about 80 silently. shoeless like our- 
selves, and were so often lost in the 
dim spaces that if some one had said 
they were shadows, we might have 
been half credulous. Roaming to the 
rear of the structure and out upon a 
long portion on that side, we came to 
a wing of the building, not noticeable 
from the front, but quite half as large 
as the main temple, in which service 
was in progress. We were apprised of 
it by the murmur of responses, re- 
curring like the fall of gentle waves. 
Presently we came upon the congre- 
gation, seated native fashion, and 
nang their bodies to the Incanta- 
tions of. the priest. There were gsev- 
eral hundred of them, the majority 
women. As we approached the re- 
sponsive portion of the service ended, 
and from the further end of the wing 
a shaven priest, in a flowing robe of 
drab and yellow, advanced toward the 
altar. The guide recognized him, and 
said that we might hear one of the best 
of the temple preachers, !f we wished 


to know what sort of sermons the com- 


mon people heard. We got down on 
the floor with the congregation, and 
if the words as they came broucht no 
meaning to us, we could perceive that 
the hold of the preacher on his hear- 
ers came from a delivery which. ad- 
dressed to simple understandings, and 
dealing with primary ethics, yet im- 
pressed them as oracular. His telling 
points drew frequent assenting “nam- 
miyos,” recalling echoes from the 
amen corner, and the congregation 
amiled so often, more than once break- 
ing out into a guffaw, that he was 
plainly not one of the preachers who 
th t it necessary to bore his audi- 
ence Into virtue. As these points had 
the desired effect, the preacher's face 
relaxed into wide-mouthed delight. He 
was clearly having a good time.

Our guide had a notebook, which he. 


used industriously during the ten min- 
utes or 80 that the sermon lasted. This 
is part of the sermon, according to the 
guide's notes; “I wish to talk to you, 
as I have often done, in a plain and 
simple manner.

Surely Haunted. 


{Baltimore American:] It may be 
that Elmer Hill has never seen a 
ghost at all; that ft is all a product of 
his imagination, but there is no dis- 
puting the fact that he has twice 
fainted away at sight of the “spook”’ 
in question.

Trouble Caused by Innocent 


Country Gicl. 
Postal Service of Three Large 
- Countries Crippled 


All the Result of an Enterprise 


Set in Motion in the Cause 
of Charity. 


@PECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES) 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 14—An inno- 
cent enterprise begun in the cause of 
charity by a country girl of New Seuth 
Wales, Australia, has for three years 
periodically crippled the postal service 
of the United States, Great Britain and 


/australia, and has at last brought the 


‘postal heads of the three governments 
into official consultation, to devise some 
means of terminating the evil. For 
months. every mail-carrying ship from 
Australia touching at London or San 
Francisco, has brought literally cart- 
Joads of letters, refused by the little 
mise in New South Wales, and returned 
to the dead-letter office for destruc- 
‘tion. The few clerks that were re- 
‘quired to handle two or three hundred 
dead letters a day, threw up their 
hands in despair when 25,000 or 30,900 
‘were suddenly dumped in on phem every 
‘fow weeks. Consequently the whole 
‘service broke down, and every civilized 
country in the world, in the postai 
union, felt the derangement. When the 
world’s letters go wrong, everytaing 
‘is agog, #0 the postmasters-general oi 
‘three nations set about to right it. 

The name of this now famous maid 
‘is Mies Griffin, piain Miss Ciriffin, for 
thus she signed it. Where her home is, 
‘further than that it is in New South 
Wales, near Sydney, is unknown on this 
side of the water. Letters returned to 
the dead-jetter office are addressed va- 
riously to Mayhouse Mills, Maylon 
‘Mills, Walymus Mills, Marjoris Mills, 
Hoiyeus Mills and Wolver Milis, in 
fact, scarcely any two agrecing save 
on the “Millis” portion, and the fre- 
quent addition of “Near Sydney.’ The 
geceraphical name of this little hamict 
is unimportant now, however, for the 
whole world of postal clerks knows this 
Mttlie philanthropist, and a letter ada- 
dressed merely to Griffin” will 
60 to Austrailia, and the authorities 
taere will do the rest. 

The affair in which this unknown las- 
sie of an obscure hamlet in the farthest 
quarter of the globe aroused the in- 
terest of millions of people in every end 
of the earth, was a iittie petiy hospita) 
near her home, which needed one more 
ward to erable them to separate sick 
children from adults. To achieve this 
omall but laudable purpose, she sent 
out the following letter to several! of her 
iriends: | 

THE DISASTROUS LETTER. 

“Dear Friend: An_ effort is being 
made to establish a separate ward for 
children in a small hospital, at 
near Sydney, New South Wales. At 
present, children are only taken when 
there is a vacancy in the men's or 
women's wards, a practice detrimental 
to all parties. A philanthropic friend 
has agreed that if a million used post- 
uge Stamps are sent by a date fixed by 
the government, it will be sufficient to 
build a new ward. I have kept the 
chain going, and you are requested to 
do the same. Make three copies of this 
letter and place the next larger number 
at the head of each, in this case, two, 
and send it to a friend. Return this 
letter to Miss Griffin, Milis, 
near Sydney, New South Wales, en- 
closing ten or more used stamps, also 
the addresses of the three friends who, 
in time, will do the same. 

“Anyone net willing to do this and 
help in this chain, is asked to return 
this to Miss Griffin, that she may 
know the chain is broken. This may 
seem a very small matter to you, yet 
the breaking of the chain means a 
very serious loss to the cause. 

“The person receiving number 80, 
will please. return’ without copies, as 
that number completes the chain.” 

“MISS GRIFFIN.” 

Just how she expected to accomplish 
her end by accumulating million 
stamps, is a matter on which the postal 
authorities in Washington disagree. 
One of the secret service men, who has 
traveled extensively in the Orient on 
government missions, says that there 
is a ready sale for cancel ed stamps. of 
any character in China and Japan. 
“Why, they use them in making bric- 
a-brac and for ornamentation in 
various ways,” said he. ‘“‘They paper 
their whole walls with them, pasting 
them up one at a time,’ and as his 
auditors smiled at this last remark, he 
added, “Well, you know they've got 
lote of time over there.” 

Mr. Cochran, the chief inspector, 
holds quite a different opinion.- “We 
always look with suspicion on such 
echemes,”” he remarked. “A gir] out 
in Tilinois started one some years ago 
and lots of people, instead of sending 
her stamps, sent her money.

The United States pays its postmasters 
on the basis of stamps sold and can- 
celed, and it has been pointed out that 
it would be but a step further for the 
Australian government, in view of the 
sparse settlement of the country and 
the consequent deficient posta! patron- 
age, to pay a like commission to any 
one who would add a general stimulus 
to stamp sales.

At any 
rate, hundreds of thousands of them 
affixed only the ordinary two-cent 
stamp they were accustomed to using 
and mailed it. According to the agree- 
ment between the countries compos- 
ing the postal union, a letter on which 
the domestic rate ig paid, is entitled 
to go to its destination and _ there 
double the amount which was deficient 
is collected. Consequently, every let- 
ter mailed in the United States with a 
two-cent stamp or in England, with 
a penny stamp, arrived in New South 
Wales, there three pence (six cents) 
due. Fifty thousand letters, with six 
cents due on each, would call for $3000! 
And every steamer from London and 
San Francisco brought increasing 
quantities of this precious mail. It is 
not recorded what the young lady 
said when presented with postage bill¢ 
running up into four figures, but ev- 
ery one of these letters were stamped 
“Refused” in red letters across the face 
and lugged back across the ocean on 
the next steamer, and sent in a bunch 
to the dead-letter office. 


MR. GRIFFIN TO_THE RESCUE. 


The affair might have terminated ul- 
timately in an abrogation af the In- 
ternational Postal Union, had not Mr. 
Griffin, the father of the much-let- 
tered maid, taken a hand in the game. 
Possibly the postage due bills were be- 
ing referred to him for settlement, but 
anyway, he wrote to the Postmaster 
General at Sydney, stating that his 
daughter had long ago received the 
number of stamps required and had 
millions in surplus, and that it was 
impossible for him to pay three cents 
for a letter containing only ten can- 
eelled stamps, and that it” would be 
well for him, the Postmaster Gen- 
eral, to request the authorities of the 
United States and Great Britain to 
withhold all letters to his daughter 
With deficient postage and thus save 
a double trip acrogs the ocean. 

The official addressed, glad to be re- 
lieved of such an enormous quantity 
of unremunerative mail, accepted the 
parent’s suggestion and wrote to the 
American and British authorities as 
advised, inclosing a copy of Mr. Grif- 
fin's communication. 

It is a rare occasion when an inter- 
national treaty is suspended on account 
of one little girl’s affairs, but the rare 
thing occurred. Postmaster-General 
Payne wired to the postmaster at San 
Francisco that since Miss Griffin's let- 
ters were all being refused, to with- 
hold all such mail. The postmaster 
construed the order as one to hold up 
all Australian mail that was short of 
postage and accordingly began send- 
ing it back to the dead-letter office in- 


discriminately. Thereupon the Post- 
master-General wired him to stop 
sending back that Australian mail, 


and he, thinking that the former order 
was rescinded, released a few cargoes 
of Miss Griffin's mail. Naturally, it 
did not oceur to him that Mises Griffin 
was being made an exception to all 
the world. Finally a letter was dis- 
patched from Washington, advising 
him of Miss Griffin's anomalous status 
in the postal world, and now he 
bundles them up, a few hundred at a 
time, and sends them back to the dead- 
letter office daily. There they are 
opened, examined, and stacked up for 
the junk dealer, who calls once each 
week, backs up his cart and hauls 
them off as “old paper’ at a price per

By the treaty of 1850, under which we have been work- 
ing for half a century, Switzerland was put under the 
favored nation clause. All coneessions that were 
granted to other nations were granted to her, and as a 
result we exacted of American imports our minimum 
tariff.

Another 
source is the tourists who drop into our laps $80,000,000 
every year. There are other items. but these two will 
more than make up the apparent deficit. 

Swiss Industries Which Pay. 


The Swiss have many industries peculiar to the coun- 
try, which ate more or less related to America. Amer- 
ican tourists spend millions here every year, not only 
in hotel and traveling expenses, but also in purchases, 
Not long ago a Geneva milliner in speaking of her 
business said: 

“God bless the Americans! It seems that they are 
really sent from heaven to keep up our business.” 

Many of our tourists buy watches here to take back 
to the United States and not a few get pearls and furs. 
Geneva is a famous pearl market, and it deals largely in 
jewels and precious stones. It makes many pearl neck- 


Jaces and sales of necklaces worth a thousand dollars 


and upward to American tourists are not uncommon. 
It used to be that many of our ladies got their furs 
here and especially their sealskin sacques, but the new

Fortunes ‘n Condensed Milk. 


The Swiss are making fortunes out of the condensed 
milk manufacture. They exported more than 62,000,000 
pounds of such goods last year, and their sales of con- 
densed milk to Great Britain alone amount to more 
than $2,000,000 annually. This business was founded 
by an American, a United States Consul, who opened a 
factory here in 1866* Me organized a company with a 
paid-up capital of $12,000, and in the first year con- 
densed only about 28,000 cans. His friends put more 
money into the business. It steadily grew and by 1880 
it had increased to $2,000,000, and it was turning out 
cans by the millions. Branch offices were established 
in different parts of Europe and later on I believe in 
the, United States. The business paid right along, and 
similar establishments are now to be found in different 
parts of Switzerland operated by the Swiss. The far- 
mers bring their milk 
much per quart for it. There seems no reason why the 
business should not be profitably carried on in the 
dairy regions of the United States. eA 


The Cheese Business. 


Switzerland makes lots of money out of its cheese. 
It exports something like 60,000,000 pounds annually, 
and its receipts therefrom are more than $8,000,000. 
We ourselves take about 5,000,000 pounds every year 
and pay our grocers on the average 35 cents a pound 
for it. The same cheese sells here for about 16 cents a 
pound. The duty is only 6 cents, so you can see that 
our grocers are making a good round profit. 


I am surprised to find that no Neuchatel cheese is 
made at Neuchatel, although Neuchatel cheese is known 
the world over. Neuchatel is a town of 20,000 people, 
which is more noted for watch making than anything 
else. It has a large house industry and a number of 
factories and uses many American watch cases to inclose 
Swiss movements. The only cheese of account that is 
exported from Switzerland is the large round cheese 
which we know as Schweitzerkase, and of which we eat 
almost $1,000,000 worth every year. eae 


Swiss Industrial Beehives. 


_ Switzerland has been called the playground of Eu- 
rope, but it is the workshop of the Swiss. The tourist 
business, big as it is, is a bagatelle in comparison with 
the other industries. Nearly every town and city is a 
beehive of work. I have written of Zurich as one of 
the most prosperous factory towns of the continent. 
Geneva has only 100,000 people, but it is doing ‘the 
business of tens of millions, and all the country around 
it hums. There are watch factories, music works and 
crockery establishments here which make quantities of 
goods for export, and also establishments turning out 
jewelry and enameled work. 7 
In Basel, a city of the same size as Geneva, on the 
other side of Switzerland, the industries are equally 
great. Ribbons are made there on looms imported from 
America, and there are factories of various kinds. 


‘Swiss Watches. 


One of the queerest industrial centers is Chaux-de- 
Fonds in the Jura Mountains. Here the finest of Swiss 
watches are made and that largely by hand. The town 
has a population of 32,000, and half of its people are 
employed in making watches and watch movements. 
The work is much divided, each man making one kind 
of wheel or part of a movement. Those who prepare 
the simplest pieces may get as much as fifty cents a 
day, while the finer workmen will receive two dollars 
or more. The town turns out something like 300,009 
watches every year, an output worth more than $7,- 

It is in Geneva that most of the enameling of watches 
is done, many of our finer cases being sent there from 
the United States to be_finished. The Genevese watches 
are also noted for their beautiful construction. They 
are spoken of as jewels as well as time-keepers. Most 
of the watches are of the cheaper varieties, such as 
silver and nickcl—about 1,000,000 of each being sent 
away every year. We annually import something like 
13,000 nickel, 28,000 silver and 4000 gold watches from 
Switzerland, and in addition more than 54,000 watch 
movements. 


Swiss Cities. 


We are accustomed to think of Sw itzer- 
land as an old country. So it is. 
was a thriving place in the days of 


mans, eVen then having its cities and villages. later 
on the barbarians swept over it, and it is from them 
that come the Swiss pedpYe of today. Many of the 
cities were good business places in the Middle Ares 
This was the case with Berne and also with Geneva, 
where, during the Reformation, John Calvin thundered 
forth his denunciations of the priests. 

Knowing these things, one expects to find the Swiss 
cities hoary and gray. They are nothing of the kind, 
You have to hunt for antiquities. Geneva had houses 
in the days of Julius Cacsar, but it is now almost as 
modern in appearance as a boom town of South Africa. 
The city is French in its architecture. Its houses are 
of five and six stories, divided up into flats often, hav- 
ing stores on the ground floor and dwellings up above, 

Geneva is well located. It is a municipal jewel in a 


beautiful setting. The mighty Alps look down upon it,. 


the frosty head of Mont Blanc rises high above it 
and the emerald Rhone rushes through it. It 
has wide streets and fine parks, and it makes you think 
of a fashionable watering place rather than a business 
town. 

The stores are like those of a summer resort. Sou- 
venirs are sold in every block. There are windows full 
of wood carvings, photographs and paintings. Women 
go through the streets wheeling carts of picture postal 


o the factories and are paid so - 


cards, selling them as ‘our Italian venders sell fruits. | 


The silk stores, jewelry stores and watch establishments 
are especially fine, and everything is arranged to at- 
tract the tourist's eye. 


A Look at St. Gall. 


Have you ever heard of St. Gall? It has only a little 
more than 30,000 people, but it chews up American cot- 
ton by the hundreds of bales. It is one of the chief 
towns of industrial Switzerland, situated in the eastern 
part of the country more than 2000 feet above sea level. 
It is there that the famous Swiss embroideries_ have 
been made for the past 100 years. At first they were 
all made by hand, and what seems strange to me is that 
the most exquisite of them were made by men. At 
present they are made by machinery, the hand industry 
having been almost crowded out of existence. Some of 
the latest machines have 326 needles and each needle 
will make 10,000 double stitches in a day, so that one 
machine makes more than 3,000,000 stitches per diem. 
In olden times every one of these stitches had to be 
sewed by hand, and you can see what an enormous say- 
ing the machinery has made. On other machines laces 


| are stitched, and especially lace handkerchiefs, of which 


as many as 700,000 dozen have been sent to the United 
States in one year. 

Indeed, our imports of St. Gall embroideries amount 
to about $7,000,000 a year, and this reminds me ‘that 
until the administration of President McKinley the St. 
Gall exporters were a party to customs frauds by which 
Uncle Sam lost millions of dollars in duties. The frauds 
were detected and the system of collection reorganized 
by James T. Du Bois, a former Consul General to Swit- 
zerland, who thereby brought a saving to the United 
States government of $1,000,000 a year.

were made to our knowledge both of the country and of 
the people. The difficulties of traveling in Malaya are 
very great. however, and large areas in the interior ars 
still unexplored. According to Nelson Annandale, the 
junior zodlogist of the Skeat expedition, who has pub- 
lished an interesting account of experiences, there are, 
apart from Europeans, no less than five distinct races 
of men inhabiting the Malay Peninsula, all of whom 
are to be found in Kelantan and Trengganu. These are 
the Malay, the Siamese, the Chinese, the Sakai and the 
Pram. Of the Sakai, who are believed to be the ab- 
original inhabitants of the country, and live in the re- 
motest recesses of the forest-clad mountains of the in- 
terior, but little is known. They are extremely shy, and 
are regarded by the Siamese and Malays as very little 
superior to the brute creation. Their civilization is of 
the lowest type, superior only, Mr. Annandale states, to 
that of the Australian native. The Prams are a people 
of Indian descent, whose origin is lost in obscurity. 
They are consiired peculiarly sacred people, and their 


chiefs, who are clad in white robes and known as White 


Prams, refuse to bow down even before the King of 


Siam, and to do reverence to none but Buddhist priests 


wearing the yellow robe. The Chinese who have settled 
in the peninsula, of late in ever-increasing numbers, 
have acquired almost a monopoly of trade, and many 
of them have risen to positions of great influence and 


amassed considerable 


; 


wealth. The Siamese, who 
mainly predominate in the northern part of the penin- 
sula, are, according to Mr. Annandale, “a very different 
people from the Siamese of Bangkok,” their peculiar- 
ities probably being due to a large admixture of other 
blood.

NEW PURSES HELP THIEVES. 


THOSE THAT DANGLE FROM THE ARM ON CHAINS 
ARE EASILY DESPOILED. 


{New York Sun:] “This last fashion in women’s 
purses,” said the detective in a big dry goods store, “is 
a great aid to the thief. No longer is it necessary for 
him to grab a purse from a woman’s hand, to pick or 
cut it from her pocket, or to follow her around until she 
lays it down and then seize it and run. These pocket- 
books on chains have eliminated to a large degree the 
danger of the work of the store thief. ) 

“Almost every woman nowadays carries a purse on 
a chain. She either wears the chain over her wrist or 
holds it in her hands; at any rate, the thing itself 
dangles at a distance of from three to eight inches 
from the hand. All of these pocketbooks on chains 
open and shut in the simplest fashion, merely by a 
twist of the two little knobs which cross each other over 
the opening. 

“The thieves whe make women shoppers their par- 
ticular prey can open one of these purses and take out 
their contents while it is dangling in a woman's hand 
and can do it with athazing ease. One doesn’t require 
to be even expert to do it successfully. Just try it on 
your wife or your sister some time and see how easy it 
is. You will find you can do it when you and she are 
alone; imagine how vastly easier it is for an expert 
thief to do it in a crowd. | : 

“We have instructed all our saleswomen, floor walk- 
ers, cash boys and girls and other employés to look out 
for these purse thieves because of the numerous com- 
plaints we have received since the chain purses became 
the fashion. 


“One woman lost $50 from one of these purses here 
the other day and what mystified her was that her pock- 
etbook was closed as she had closed it after the money 
-was taken. This particular thief demonstrated as well as 
anything could the ease with which such thefts can be 
perpetrated. It wasn’t necessary for him to close the 
purse after taking the money, and to do it he, of course, 
added the risk of detection. Nevertheless, he closed it, 
and the only explanation of his taking this much trou- 
ble is that he knew he could do it without being seen 
or felt.”

Almost year after year is a renewed attempt to form 
a coalition of religious interests to get possession of the 
sacred sites. In its latest form the attempt comes as a 
proposition that all the Christian creeds combine in a 
great crusade to collect enough millions of dollars to 
buy the Holy Land from the Turkish Sultan. 


Possibility of Purchase Faint. 


But to those who know the motley politics and nmi 
ties of Palestine’s present owners, the possibility of 
purchase can only appear a faint one For, in the first 
place, the land is holy to the Mohammedan no less than 
it is to the Christian and the Jew. He would be both 
an impious and a daring Moslem ruler who would essay 
to sell the country that contains the tomb of Rachel and 
the site of the temple ef Solomon, held to be so sacred 
by the Turks that they will not even permit excavation 
near them. | 

Even should the Moslem dare it, he could not deliver 
the purchased property; for in that tract of 6000 square 
miles there dwell fierce Arab fighting men, some of 
whom barely acknowledge the rule of the Turk, while 
others do not acknowledge it at all. To seize the land 
from them might well be a bloody performance—as 


a large number of Christians, but with these two ex- 
ceptions, Christian power is very small. Jewish control 
is altogether wanting, so that it is the Turk who stands 
guard over the holiest places toward which the hearts 
of the true believers turn. _ | 

Even when it. comes to studying the Holy Land the 
efforts of Europeans are hampered on every side by the 
Turkish regulations. It is true that the English Pales- 
tine exploration fund has made an excellent survey of 
Palestine, the only complete work done there in the in- 
terest of science. :

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Sights of Tokyo. 
THE GREEK CATHEDRAL--A TOUR 
OF THE HOSPITAL. 
By a Special Contributor. 
- CLUSTER of white buildings marked by a dark 
cupola, and by a slender spire tipped with a gold 
cross, stands high on the hill Jominating the vast 
plain of Tokyo, which stretches in a network of shantics 
at the base. The cross, glittering in the distance, beckons 
the stranger to the Russian Cathedral and mission. *‘ Be 
sure and see it, for it repays the climb,” said the old 
Irish lady from Australia, who was self-constituted ad- 
visory council. So Belinda Bellows toiled up the hill 
with a snorting rikman, well-winded long before he 
reached the height. She crossed the pebbled court and 
prowled to the bishop's house, in quest of the guardian. 


She had seen the Greek-Russian church in Sitka, rich 


in woven treasures, of the faithful nuns in Russia, and 
she was curious to see what the sanctuary in Japan 
might offer. A Japanese youth chased her down the cor- 
ridor, and bade her enter where a door bore a per- 
pendicular sign, which might read “engaged,” or might 
debar her altogether. The room was a combination re- 
ception and bedroom, and to her timid little kuock a 


hearty voice called out a heartier greeting, in an un-

-eussed the Greek church, and its points of contrast witb 
the Roman. “We have no Pope, we are ruled by the 
counci! and the synods.

No, the Czar is not our head, 
in any sense. That is a false idea, which has gone out, 
among many exaggerations concerning Russia.

It makes an object lesson,” s&id the 
father. Famous artists cf St. Petersburg painted the 
altar of the obscure temple on a foreign hill. The An- 
nuneciation is beautifully portrayed. The Mother holds 
the infant Jesus, who has His hand on the round earth. 
in token of its subjugation. The Crucifixion, the Resur- 
rection, the Last Judgment, are impressively pictured. 
Stephen and his brother martyrs read the lesson of de- 
votion. The aposties remind one of the close following 
which the Savior asks. 


The simple mind of the native is easily impressed. It 
“has much to contemplate, and to love in this revelation 
of sacred history, through the magical touch of the 
‘“pPrush.

The countries are few on the round 
globe today where Red Cross ig not known for noble 
work. Wherever its banner flaunts the sky. there the 
humanitarian and the philanthropist are found. The 
great capital of Japan boasts its quarter of a century of 
service, and very recently its anniversary was held, whep 
110.0000 people crowded Ueno Park. and the Empress 
made a speech and awarded honors to the faithful. If 
was a wonderful gathering of enthusiasts, and it offered 
excuse to all the ffte-loving natives to make a holiday. 
The park entrance raised a huge evergreen arch, em- 
bedded with the rec symbol, and the park at night, 
showed every evidence of a national picnic. 


The hospital building dates back nearly twenty years, 
and offers wide gardens and extensive grounds for con- 
valescing patients.

The hospital staff has 300 members, all women, who 
have passed a training of three years. They live and 
mess in quarters attached to the hospital. They receive 
eight ven a month for services, and must deduct five yen 
for board, so that their actual gain is three yen, or $1.50 
a month, not a huge profit for the long hours, arduous 
work. and disagreeable details of the profession. A mis- 
sionary disguised as paid worker is this quiet Nippon 
nurse. Twenty doctors are in constant service. The 
hospital is conducted by a company, which is respon- 
sible for its support. By an excellent. arrangement, the 
cost to the patient is graded into five classes. A first- 
class patient pays ‘yen 5.50 per day, and is alone in a 
suite of two rooms, most comfortable, with soft mattings 
and downy bedding. The reading-room, as the doctor 
calls it, forms the reeeption-room of visiting friends. 
who are very welcome under the doctor's supervision. Ip 
the second class, one neat bedroom is shared by twe 
patients. Their rate is 3 yen each. A patient pays 2 
yen a day in the third-class room, which has three oc 
cupants. In the fourth class are six patients, each pay- 
ine yen 1.50 a day. The fifth class comprises the long 
wards of those who pay one-half yen a day, or 25 cents 
of our money. It is.a merely nominal sum, to prevent 
the feeling of absolute pauperism. These. rates include 
all necessities, as board, service, medical skill. Foreign 
beds. or their equivalent, crude cots, are everywhere 
used. The native bed, of piled-up quilts on the floor, is 
nowhere seen. Still another grade, not named in the 
regular classification, 1s the frei-cost, or charity patient 
who pays nothing. Little distinction appears between 
this order and elass five, except that the bedding is very 
coarse, and reugh, gray blankets take the place of the 
white blankets of the next rank. Both of these wards 
are long, dingy sheds, very plain in outfit. The floors 
are of plain wood, and the free patients, who are not 
confined to their beds, eat at a general mess table. The 
frei-costen know that their bodies, after deatb, are at the 
disposal of the hospital, and in the outbuilding devoted 
to disection yesterday's patient, a victim of heart dis- 
ease, furnished a clinic.

People who have not attended a sermon during 
the whole year stand for hours, before the service be- 
gins, at the closed doors of the churches, waiting witb 
the greatest patience for them to open; for it is a very 
bad omen for the coming year if one has not been in 
church on Sylvester eve. All the churches are 580 
crowded that even laddcrs are placed outside, under the 
open windows, and men, women and children climb up, 
hoping to be able to at least get a peep into the church 
and hear once in a while a word of the minister’s Syl- 
vester sermon. There is one great, beautiful hymop 
which is sung in every church in Germany on this eve. 
at the close of the service. It begins: “Des Jahres 
letzte Stunde beginnt mit ernstem Sehlag,” (‘The last 
hour of the year begins to strike with solemn tone,”) and 
ends with the words: “Und gut sein last uns immerdar ist 
unser Wunsch gum neuen Jahr.” (“And that we may 
be henceforth ever good is our wish for the New Year.’’) 
After the service, when the members of the family 
have united around the dining table at home, they enjoy 
their national dish, the Sylvester salad, which is made 
of potatoes, all kinds of cooked meats, apples and sau- 
Sages; and as dessert they eat the last pieces of the 
Chistmas “‘stolle” (cake,) which are purposely kept for 
that evening. With the cake is drunk the celebrated 
Christmas punch, made of a mixture of wine, rum, water, 
sugar and the juices of lemons and oranges. As they 
empty the Sylvester bowl, all the members of the fam- 
ily drink each other’s health, clinking their glasses and 
uttering. good wishes for a happy and prosperous year. 
As soon as the old family clock strikes the last hour 
of the year, the last drops in the glasses are devoted to 
the dead members of the family, with a silent look 
toward heaven. Afterward the apples, nuts and sweets 
on the Christmas tree are taken down, and all the mem- 
bers of the family encircle the tree and dance around 
it as they sing a song written especially for the Christ- 
mas tree. Then they play “lotto,” and the winners re- 
ceive the goodies from the tree. | 
At the last stroke of twelve o'clock, in all Germany 


there is a ringing of bells. No crying nor any noise -is, 


allowed in the streets during the time the bells are 
ringing, and any one who disregards this rule is ar- 
rested. This custom is followed in all the lands be- 
longing to the German empire, from the eastern limits 
of Russia to the far west of the borders of France, and 
from the shores of the North Sea down to the extreme 
south of Tyrol, where the kingdom of* Italy begins. 
Surely if one could be traveling in an airship above 
these countries, he would enjoy the most powerful 
music of bells ever heard—such ag faith hopes to hear 
in heaven. During the time the belis are ringing, every 
one kneels, and when their tones have ceased, the head 
of the family leads his dear ones in prayer, thanking 
God for all the blessings of the last year and begginz 
for their continuance in the days to come. They al) 
wish each other a “Happy New Year,” with shaking of 
hands and exchange of kisses. ‘A 

Sylvester night is considered especially mysterious. 
It is one of the so-called “Twelve Nights,” begianing 
with the twenty-fifth of December and lasting to the 
sixth of January, and is somewhat similar to the Amer- 
ican Halloween. The mystery of these Twelve Nights is 
. surely a remnant of the old pagan times in Europe. As the 
decorating and illuminating of our churches at Christmas 
time recalis the temples of Saturn, radiant with burn- 
ing tapers and resplendent with garlands, and our ‘“‘Merry 
Christmas!” corresponds to the “Bona Saturnalia!” so 
the Twelve Nights are clearly traceable to the celebra- 
tion of these nights in many countries of the Old World 
before Christianity destroyed the belief in heathen gods. 
These twelve nights were religiously observed by numer- 
ous feasts and were regarded by the ancient Germans 
as among the holiest and most solemn of their festivals 
Regarding, in common with other pagan nations, the ac- 
tive forces of Nature as living persons, they symbolized 
their conflicts with one another by the battle of the 
gods with the giants. Connected with this battle the 
superstition of the Christian Germans, a remnant of 
their faith in the mythology of ancient times, tells al) 
sorts of stories. The gods are metamorphosed into 
demons, witches and ghosts, and supposed to have 
special power to work mischief, particularly during 
these twelve nights. For instance, Hulda, once the 
producing night of spring, now bewitches the distaff of 
lazy spinner girls. Odin, the god of fecundity, who 
formerly pursued with impetuous ardor the fair and 
lovely Freija, now, as the wild huntsman of hell, sweeps 
through the ai’ with his devilish crew, fortelling future 
wars or portending coming calamities. The once re- 
splendent “Berchta,” now regarded as ai malevolent 
witch, hung with cow bells and disguised with a horrid 
wooden mask, has become the bugbear of the children 
‘as she mutters, on her way from house to house: 

“Children or bacon, 

Else I don't go away!” 

The weird noises and flutterings of sea birds are stil! 
known among sailors and fishermen as the hunting of 
Odin, on Sylvester's night. In the Bavarian and Tyrol- 
ean Alps the twelve uights are also called “Rumor 
Nights,” on account of visions of ghosts and hob-gob- 
lins. During this time priests and prudent housewives 
with prayer and invocation, holy water and burning 
incense, fumigate dwellings and outhouses, and sprinkle 
their cattle with salt. Hence these nights were also called 
“Fumigating Nights.” As an. additional protection 
against “‘witches’ feet” and “devil's paws,” the initials 
of holy magicians were inscribed upon the door posts. 

On the dreaded Twelve Nights, when “Frau Holle,” or 
“Berchta,” issues with ‘her fearful train from her wild 
mountain home, where she dwells among the dead, she 


is generally preceded by the faithful “Eckhardt,” en | 


old man with a long beard, who warns every one of the 
approach of the terrible witch Many a legend about 
that faithful Eckhardt exists. The most popular one is 
this: Once he met two little children who, when com- 
ing out of a beer shop with a pot of beer, were over- 
taken by the fearful troop of “Frau Holle,” who drank 
all the beer. Having no money to buy more and ap- 
prehensive of punishment, the children cried bitterly. 


| Suddenly the faithful Eckhardt appeared and comforted 


them with the assurance that, if they would never tell 
what they had seen, their pot would always. be brimful 
of beer. Since this time it has become quite a fashion 
” these Catholic countries for fathers to send out their 
children to buy beer on Sylvester eve, hoping the same 
thing will occur, as it is their superstition that then 
there will be never a want of beer in the house during 
the coming year. 


All these customs and beliefs, if not of* pagan origin, 


constitute a curious mingling of paganism and Chris- | 


tianity. During the Twelve nights, 
oe we kinds of mysterious 
a oe on all are supposed to occur in the night from 

y-irst of December to the first of January. 
Therefore the superstitious try to protect themselves 
from evil by all sorts of preservative means. For in- 
stance, among the peasants, it is quite a custom to bind 
the fruit trees with ropes of straw at midnight, to keep 
all mischief away from them; or the farmers’ wives 
shake crumbs from the tablecloth around the‘ roots. 
believing that then ghosts will not touch the trees. Ip 
some Catholic countries of Southern Germany, the fruit 
trees are fearfully beaten for a similar reason. In Bo- 
hemia they are violently shaken during the time of 
the midnight war, for protection against demons. Evep 
in Devonshire, England, there is a similar custom, of 
German origin. Some hot cider and a corn cake are 
carried into the orchard, and offered up there to the 
largest apple tree as the king of the orchard. Those 
who take part in this ceremony join in the chorus: 

“Bear good apples and bear enough, 

Barn full, bags full, sacks full, 

Hurrah, hurrah, hurrah.” 

Another song is: : 

“‘Here’s to thee, old apple tree, 3 
Whence thou may’st bend and whence thou may’st blow 
And whence thou may bear apples enough, 

Hats full, caps full, 

Bushell, bushel, sacks full, 

And my pockets full, too! 

Huzza! Huzza!” 

These customs are kept up by the farmers in England 
even to this day, and are observed especially on the 
last day of the Twelve nights, at Epiphany Festival, in 
Cumberland, Derbyshire, Dorset, Lincoln, Isle of Man. 
Westmoreland and Wales. 

In Germany, on Sylvester eve, after 12 o'clock is the 
joliiest time for the young folks.

When the eventful hour has struck, first the house 
door is unbarred and opened with great formality, and 
the Old Year is let cut and the New Year let in—a cus- 
tom which may be compared with the American one or? 

There 
is np night in the whole year which the popular imag- 
ination has stamped with more peculiar mystic char- 
acter than the night of the thirty-first of December. 
After the New Year has been ushered in, young lover 
begin to find out their fate, their friends having come 
in to wish them a Happy New Year. 
stance, which one of her lovers is faithful, a girl puts 
three nuts from the Christmas tree on the bars of the 
grate in the oven, naming the nuts for her admirers 
If one of the nuts cracks or jumps, the lover proves 
unfaithful; if it begins to blaze or burn, he has a regard 
for the person making the trial; if the nuts named for 
the girl and her admirer burn together, they will be 
marricd. Or two nut shells carrying little burning tapers 
are put in a basin of water, the tapers being named for 
the girl and her admirer. If they go forward and meet 
each other, the young people will be married, if not. 
they will be separated. 

As to the apples, there is also an old custom of hang- 
ing a stick horizontally by means of a string from the 
ceiling, and putting on one end a burning candle, on the 
other an apple. The stick being made to twirl rapidly. 
the merry-makers in succession leap up and snatch at 
the apple with their teeth (no use of the hands being 
allowed.) It very frequently happens that the candle 
comes around before they are aware and scorches them 
in the face or anoints them with grease. But the great- 
est sport with apples is, as in this country, to set them 
afloat in a tub of water, into which the juveniles, by 
turn, duck their heads with the view of catching an 
apple. 

As here, too, young people often pare an apple so that 
the peel will be in one long, unbroken piece and fling 
this over the shoulder to the floor, to see what letter it 
will form. This letter will be the initial of the name 
of the future sweetheart, 

Another bit of fun which can be participated in on 
Sylvester's night only, is to go out blindfolded, and 
hand in hand, into the garden, where each person pulls 
the first stalk he meets with. All then return to the 
fireside to inspect their prizes. According as the stalk 
is big or little, straight or crooked, so shall the future 
wife or husband be. The quantity of earth adhering to 
the root denotes the amount of fortune or dowry, and 
the taste ofthe pith indicates the temper. Finally the 
stalks are placed over the door, and the Christian names 
of the persons who first chance thereafter to enter the 
house are held, in the same order, to indicate the names 
of the individuals whom the parties are to marry. 

Another ceremony much practiced is that of telling the 
future by means of the “Three Saucers.” Each saucer 
is filled with flour. In one is placed a thimble, in an- 
other a piece of money, and in the third a pen. The 
parties must be blinfolded and advance in succession 
to draw from one of the saucers. If they draw out the 
thimble, they will have to earn their living by sewing

RAY and grizzled by more than forty years in. the 

service and now in his fifty-ninth year, Gen. Chaffee 
is a strong type of the American-soldier who rises from 
the ranks by sheer force of ability to command. “The 
finest soldier in the United States Army,” is the admir- 
ing estimate his brother officers place upon him. 

Gen. Chaffee holds strong and clear opinions. “An 
occasional! fight is a good thing for a nation.” was his 
view of what Sherman thought was “hell.” “It strength- 
ens the race; puts virility in it; makes men real men, 
the kind of men you feel you can depend upon when 
there’s trouble in the air.” 

His square jaws snut tight as he expressed the con- 
viction; then the strong chin shot out, as it has a cu- 
rious habit of doing, like a gun carriage bringing a 
piece into action. 

“Let wars cease altogether and a nation will become 
effeminate,” said he. “Of course, wars always involve 
loss of life and property, and the inevitable penalty of 
' gorrow to many hearts’’—here the stern face softened 
lightly, “but it bring’ its reward in a renewed and vig- 
orous manhood. And it is my belief war will continue 
as long as this world whirls.” 

“Then, too,” with the shadow of a smile playing along 
the lines of the iron-gray Mustache, “war makes his- 
tory. They gain a certain strength from the history 

“I cannot bring myself to believe in the theory of uni- | 
versal peace. So long as there is enterprise and progress 
there will be conflicting forces and clash of opposing 
ideas. I believe the war of the future will be a war af 
commerce.” 

“And do you think the striving of commercial interests 
‘will lead to social upheaval?” 

The general glanced nervously out of the corners of 
his keen, deep-set blue eyes, overhung by shaggy, ag- 
gressive brows, before he answered: “You are wise 
enough to know—without my telling you—that this thing 
will—maist—come, but that is something of which I do 
not care to speak.” 

“You have little faith in the power of arbitration?” 

What is there in the effect of arbitration 
that is permanent? . Take the coal strike. for instance. 
The Board of Arbitration which President Roosevelt 
selected is. an excellent one. It is composed of able, 
thoughtful business men. But what do these men know 
of the differences which they are expected to settle? 
Aré they intimately acquainted with the conditions 
which demand adjustment? They are not coal opera- 
tors, neither are they miners. Their knowledge of the 
situation is necessarily theoretical. Therefore the result 
of their efforts, like all such efforts, can be only tem- 

rary. 

“There will always be war and the world and humanity 
will be the better for it. 

“There has been but one war in my time, and that 
was the Civil War. The Spanish, Chinese and Fliipino 
wars are mere ‘scraps’ in comparison. In none of these 


most equal] strength. In the wars of the past few years 
the United States has not had a worthy enemy.” 

“Are you glad to get back to civilization?” he was 
ashed.

It is in Ghent, however, that the canine is put to the 
most novel use, besides being hitched'to hucksters’ wagong 
and milk carts, they have recently been harnessed to 
the law. 
In this Belgian city the dogs are now being trained to 
do duty as policemen, and excellent guardians of life 
and property they make. So efficiently do the dogs fill 


their positions that crime in the districts they patrol 
is said to have been diminished two-thirds.

the dogs are taught io seek, to attack, to seize and to 
hold without hurting seriously. The first step is to place 
the dummy in such a position that it shal] represent a 
man endeavoring to conceal himself. 

The dogs work so well and so conscientiously that 
their number is to be increased, and the is every 
probability that the plan will be adopted in other Bel- 
gium centers. Their keep comes to only about six 
cents a day each, and altogether they cost the. town 
less than $300 a year. . 

The dogs of the Ghent police force are of no particular 
breed, the only requisites are intelligence and alertness. 
Five dogs form the canine police force and eight more 
are being rapidly trained to the work. |

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A Remarkable Region. 
SOME OF THE STRANGE NATURAL & 
FORMATIONS IN MEXICO. 
From a Special Correspondent. 3 
ITY*OF MEXICO, Dec. 8.—Lying low among the 
foothills of Ajugco, crouching like a dog at the 
feet of its master, is the hillock of Xictli, one of 
the six crater formations of that great Mexican moun- 
tain. Xictli is about half a mile to the southeast of 
Tiaipam, and it was from that crater mouth that the 
volcanic scoria, now forming the Pedregal of Coyoacan 
and San Angel, flowed forth in waves fifteen to twenty 
feet thick in the long-forgotten past. Cityward tie 
lava commences at San Pablo. traceable thence south 
“ward, past the site of the villages that disappeared, 
opposite what is known as Huipluco. 

The Pedregal, a tract two miles square, is a sea of 
stone, a strange sea, with surf frozen as it fell thou- 
sands of years ago, waves that have long since ceased 
to ebb and flow, deep-bosomed surges, so still, so 
sepulchral in their everlasting quiet, cresta of lava 
smothered into silence never disturbed. From trough 
to crest these-singular waves of the Pedregal vary in 
depth; in places there are shallow sweeps of stone, 
wide elliptical positions of rest where the lava rocked 
itself to sleep; elsewhere formations that describe cur- 

' Vatures- of greater depth, chasms that are more acute, 
in which wild flowers clamber as if at play, and hideous 
_ reptiles hiss and rattle. 
picture, the torn and twisted picture of the Pedregal. 
There are miles of cacti, cruel cacti, bushes that are 


scrubby in growth, trailers, vines and creepers, and. 


wherever there is a patch of soil in the desolate sea of 
stone, plants and flowers spring into life. 


The Cupilco Ranch. 


> 


In the heart of the Pedrege] is the Cupilco ranch, 
where goats are raised on quite a scale. The little 
houses of the ranch are of stone; everything in the 
Pedregal seems to be stone—tiny huts of stone wedged 
in among the rocks, stone fences that lead everywhere 
and nowhere, footpaths cut in the dead stone. Amid 
the winding trails are wild cattle, and in days long 
past wild men lived there, bandits who scoured the 
vailey of Mexico and afterward hid among the sharp 
crags and clefts of the Pedregal. The tract is infested 
with rattlesnakes, sometimes three feet in length, 
venomous reptiles with fatal sting. Yet there aré also 
rare spots of floral decoration round the little huts and 
hamlets, and the edges of the great lava tract are re- 
spleudent with morning-glories, javilla flower, yellow as 
spun gold, gorgeous poppies and wild roses. Some of 
the most beautiful gardens of Coyoacan are wedged into 
the Pedregal. Some medicinal plants grow there, and 
veg: tation, wherever it can get the least foothold of 
soil. gathered vy drift or accretion, is most exuberant. 
That is explainable from the fact that the Pedregal is 
full of springs of pure water, which are fed from the 
feasciess snows of Xinantecatl. 

Highest Lake on_the Continent. 

This: extinct voleano is now known as the Toluca 
Peak, an ancient and extinct crater which contains 
a lake, the highest on the American continent, for its 
level is 14,300 feet above the sea. The water from 
Toluca Mountain and lake filters thus for twenty miles, 
even under the huge base of Ajusco, till it springs up 
under the Pedregal. It was from the water deposits 
of the Coyoacan lava beds that King Ahuizotl brought 
water for the use of the City of Mexico, and which later 
flooded the canital. At the village of Candelaria are

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UNCLE SAmM’s RELENTLESS HUNT 
FOR THE MICROBE, 
From a Special Correspondeit. 

W health for the protection of dumb animals, which 

has just saved our cattle, sheep and swine from 
the dread foot and mouth disease imported from Europe, 
costs our people less than a million dollars a year and 
yet saves them uncountable millions annually. It is one 


bureau of the government which has yielded the country 
a constant profit. 


Uncle Sam is as scrupulous as to the health of his- 


brute as of his human subjects, and the popular mind 
has no realization of the worry and responsibility which 
our lower animal cousins annually cause to befall the 
many wise scientists of this great health board—the 
Bureau of Animal Industries of the Department of Agri- 
culture. Until Secretary Wilson recently tied up four 
of the New England States in a quarantine, preventing 
interstate commerce in cattle, sheep and hogs, our citi- 
zens had quite forgotten that such an important institu- 
tion ever existed. 

This bureau annually protects uncountable human be- 
ings from plague communicable from beast to man, and 
the “foot and mouth disease’ is one decidedly in ques- 
tion. Had this European plague been unchecked by the 
government's skilled veterinarians, an epidemic among 
our citizens ‘would have been added to the commercial 
injury suffered by the farmer. People, especially chil- 
dren, drinking ‘the unboiled milk of the infected animals 
would in many cases have suffered symptoms similar 
to those of the latter. They would have been afflicted 
with fever, difficulty in swallowing, blisters in the 
mouth, and, in aggravated cases, blisters on the fingers. 
Indeed, just as the hoofs of infected beasts sometimes 
- loosen, so do the toe nails of human victims in very 
severe cases. 

But what appeals more to the commercial spirit of the 
times is the untiring warfare which this bureau is wag- 
ing to preserve the integrity of Yankee meat abroad. 
Our animal industries are yielding enough money to 
make 1600 new millionaires each year and we are re- 
ceiving over a quarter of a billion dollars annually from 
foreign countries buying our animals and their products. 
But we have long read in the newspapers of the bitter 
meat wars which we have had with Germany and other

Fight Against Foot and Mouth Disease. 


But first as to how this bureau protects its own meat 
consumers: Its war against this “foot and mouth dis- 


| ease” is a timely example. While Europe has been pout- 


ing over our success in her meat markets and has been 
using her every resource to create a prejudice against 
Yankee cattle, sheep and swine, she has sent us a plague 
which she has vainly fought for years. It is a rule that 
animal plagues move westward, in the very path of 
progress and this one has traveled from the Orient to 
Germany, France and Belgium. Germany was fighting 
nearly a million cases ten years ago and her futile war- 
fare goes on. 

Three animal quarantine stations protect our ports 
of Boston, New York and Baltimore against diseased for- 
eign cattle. These consist of model barns and stables. 
kept under the most improved hygienic conditions and, 
except in some extraordinary cases, all imported cattle, 
sheep and swine and nearly all ruminating animals are 
detained within them under careful espionage for a 
period of ninety days. In this time, if they show any 
symptom of dangerous contagion, they are slaughtered. 
All of these foreign animals are taken from their ships 
by lighters, put upon cars at the docks and, up to the 
time of arrival within the quarantine reservations, do not 
traverse a foot of public roadway. This precaution is 
taken because some diseased animals can infect the very 
ground upon which they walk. Especially is this true 
of fcot and mouth disease. Between each period of oc- 
cupation, the quarantine stables are sluiced out with 
carbolic acid solution powerful enough to kill Mr. Mi- 
It costs us $25,000 
a year to maintain these stations, but in them are an- 
nually examined a third of a million beasts, including 
many imported for menageries and zoos. Even before 
they can be admitted to quarahtine, these dumb pas- 
sengers must be accompanied by certificates of health- 
fulness and freedom from exposure. Permits to land 
are refused those embarking from infected ports. 

Eagle-eyed inspectors are posted upon our Mexican 
frontier, which admits 100,000 cattle a year, and these 
agents are always on a lookout for Texas fever and sheep 
scab. At the Canadian frontier, over which 250,000 im- 
ported cattle annually pass, Uncle Sam formerly quar- 
antined all Canadian cattle for a period of three months, 
2n ordeal also imposed by Canada upon our bovine 
herds.

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A WINTER IN DEATH VALLEY AND & 
THE GAME FoUND THERE.

M UCH of the winter of 1901-02 was passed by me in 
that strange basin known as Death Valley, which 

lies hidden in the heart of the Mojave desert. 
Our party, thirteen in number, went in from Johannes-

| party so that no one’s duties were arduous: conse- 
quently we enjoyed life and a plentiful supply of ex- 
cellent provisions. The climate was delightful, as it is 
throughout the California desert from October to May. 
and water was plentiful—for Death Valley. 

| ‘This valley, of so sinister a name and reputation, is 
| probably seventy-five miles long and not far from 
| twenty-five miles across at its widest point. It is noth- 
ing more nor less than the sihk of the Amargossa 
_ River, but there is very little water in the bottom of 
| the valley itself, notwithstanding the fact that in ages 
long gone it was the bed of a vast inland sea. Our 
principal camping place was at a small pond or Jake. 
facetiously called “Saratoga Springs.” The lake here 


| is possibly two hundred yards long by one-quarter as 
.| wide, and is fed from a large spring flowing some 


twenty-five to forty inches of water. The lake itself is 
surrounded by tules—the common “cat-tails’” of our 
boyhood days—and lies on two sides close up to a low 
spur of the Funeral Mountains. On the other two sides 
(for the lake lies four square,) are huge Mounds of 
sand which pen in the water and prevent it from flow- 
ing down into the bottom of the valley. Outside these

These 
are the genuine old big horns, such as still roam the 
Sawtooth Mountains of Idaho and the Bitterroot range 
of Montana. They are very wild, however, but the 
Indians, taking advantage of the peculiar visual limita- 
tions of the sheep, manage to kill one now and then. 
Some ten years ago—so an old Piute told me—they held 
a general round-up in the Furnace Creek Hills, an‘ 
killed some thirty animals. Aided by a good Piute 
guide, who can be secured for but little more than his 
hoard, there is no reason why the average sportsman 
should not secure a head for his collection of trophies— 
but here the- game law steps in, if | am not mistaken, 
and rightly forbids the killing of these animals. 

The Death Valley mountains, in general, are vol- 
canic, and quite barren, save for small patches of 
bunch grass, which, like the springs and water-holes 


lof this region, are hidden in most unexpected corners. 


The sheep know all of these, however, and seem to 
be in no immediate danger of extinction. Even the 
Indians, who know no game law, say that the flocks 
are considerably larger than they were ten years ago. 
The fine head, a photo of which is presented herewith, 
is from a big horn killed on one of the ridges back 
of Telescope Peak, the highest point in the Funeral 
Range. The head is in every way as good as several 
I have seen from the mountains of the Northwest, not- 
withstanding the fact that the animal was killed and 
the head preserved and used for two years as a decoy 
by a venerable Piute hunter. 

In the way of predatory animals, the desert has a 
goodly population. In the Amargossa River region 


for the two ranchers of this section—“Cub” Lee of 
Resting Springs and Dave Morrison of “the China 
Ranch”—to keep any poultry. In one day's hunt after 
quail near the latter place, [I found no less than seven 
dead coyotes which had been poisoned, as well as three 
wild cats, which were a long ways from being dead. 
As far as I could learn, there are no bear in this part 
of the desert, but a few miles farther. on, over the 
Nevada line, there are quite a few of the smaller brown 
species still roaming through the wooded cafions of the 


| Charleston Mountains. A lion now and then wanders 


into the Willow Creek bottom lands, but the Indians 
and a few whites, who live nomadically among them, 
are more afraid of a lion tlhian they are of the law, 
which is saying a great deal. Foxes, little gray fellows, 
whose shrill bark is one of those sounds without which 
a desert night is incomplete, are there in numbers, 
though the hunter rarely sees them unless some wun- 
wary one comes too close to the campfire. Even then 
the eye is rarely quick enough to cat¢h more than a 
drifting gray shadow following an eerie voice away 
into the shadows of the night. 
A few deer still remain in the Charleston Range, 
but they are fast thinning out before the inevitable 
quota of sportsmen which the opening of the Death 
Valley niter and borax beds is bringing into this pur-

A Keg Full of Pennies. 


HILE tearing down a building in Richland, Mich., 
which had been occupied for the last forty years by 
A. D. Barnes as a general store, a keg full of war-time 
pennies was found in a secluded spot in the basement. 
The keg contained fully 50,000 coins, their value being 
about $500 at the time they were issucd, which was 
when the government was ueing scrip money, and are 
the same as were put into circulatéten principally by 
lumber and railway companies to use as change. They 
have no intrinsic value at the present time except for 
the copper they contain. Those of date 1863 bear on one 
side a representation of the Stars and Stripes in relief 
and on the reverse side: “The American Flag Forever; 

A 
large number of the pennies issued in 1862 bear on one 
side a portrait of Washington, with the words. “The 
Union Forever” beneath. On the reverse side are the 
words, “The Flag of Our Country.” 3

Early in the afternoon I found, upon arriving at a 
small village, Amirabad by name, a duffodar from the 
Meshed Residency waiting with horses. a dak having 
been throughtfuliy laid for me by Col. Trench. Getting 
out of the phitton, in company with the duffodar 1 rode 
the last seventy miles into Meshed, arriving a_ little 
after midnight, having covered 104 miles since 5 a.m. 

Our way during the latter portion of the journey was 
down the main valley in which Meshed stands. It was 
too early in the year to see the rich country at its best; 
in fact, it is difficult to believe, until the power of un- 
limited water to turn a desert into a garden in Persia 
is realized, what agricultural wealth Khorassan con- 
tains. One of the famous towns of Persia, Meshed, owes 
its importance to the fact of being the Mecca for all the 
Mohammedans of the Shia sect. Their goal is the tomb 
of the Imam Reza, one of the twelve Imams, or prophets, 
of the Mohammedan religion, whose remains were finally 
interred there. To Shia Mohammedans it is what Mecca 
is to those of the Suni sect, and the Pilgrimage to it 
once accomplished, its devotees may lay claim to the 
honorable title of Meshedi, as those to Mecca of the 
still more honorable title of Haji. _ 

From a short distance, Meshed, with its city wall of 
sun-dried bricks, deep moat, the dome of the sacred 
tomb, the Governor's residence in the citadel, and the 
city gates, presents a sufficiently imposing front to im- 
press the imagination of fervent pilgrims and the sur- 
rounding peasantry. To the European it is simply a 
collection of hovels and dwellings of various sizes anda 
quality, surrounded by a mud wall that a child could 
climb anywhere, its rickety gates having the usual de- 
erepit air common to those of eastern mud-built towns. 
and its interior offering to the traveler’s eye that curious 
combination of filthy squalor, artistic decay, and wealth 
of natural picturesqueness to which no description can 
do justice. | 

In the latter of the three attributes which, so to speak, 
co to make up the visible assets in the aspect of any 
Oriental place of interest, Meshed is indeed rich. Com- 
pared even with the bazaars of Bokhara or Samarcand. 
it can well hold its own, and I know of no single high- 
way in Central Asia that for a combination of all three 
can equal the Khiaban, the main avenue of Meshed. 
Down the center runs a canal—a dirty ditch, between 
brick walls, about twelve feet across, spanned by frail 
foot bridges and planks. The curbing and facing. as 
well as the bridges, are said to have been originally of 
stone. This canal appears to unite the uses of a drink- 
ing fountain, a place of bodily ablution and washing of 
clothes, a depository for dead animals, and a sewer. On 
either side of it is planted an irregular row of chenars. 
mulberries, elms and willows, in which are many gaps, 
the majority of the trees being very decrepit and forlorn. 
Then on either side again comes the footway, and then 
-the ramshackle shops of the bazaar, the total width be- 
ing about eighty feet. 

“The Khiaban is filled in the busy parts of the @ay 
with so dense a crowd that one can only proceed on 
horseback at a foot pace, even with outriders to clear 
the way in front. Everyone seems to be shrieking and 
shouting at the same time. All classes and nationalities 
and orders of life are mingled; the stately white-tur- 
baned mullah, the half-caste dervish, the portly mer- 
chant, the tattered and travel-stained pilgrim, the super- 
cilious Seyid in his turban of green, the cowering Sunni 
who has ventured into the stronghold of the enemy, 
black-browed Afghans and handsome Uzbegs, wealthy 
Arabs and wild Bedouins, Indian traders and Caucasian 
devotees, Turk, Tartar, Mongol and Tajik—an epitome 


of the parti-colored, polyglot, many-visaged populations 
of the East.” Such is Lord Curzon’s description of the 
scene, and no better idea of it can be conveyed. To 
Englishmen the present state of their country’s prestige 
in the northeastern corner of Persia should be a matter 
of deepest concern. Given the vast interests which our 
country possesses in all quarters of the globe, it is diff- 
cult to keep in touch with the various ‘‘questions” so 
constantly appearing, sometimes as rapidly to disap- 
pear. There is, however, one ever fresh question—viz., 
that which concerns the destiny of our Indian empire, 
the solution of which it is possible we may find in the 
future of Khorassan. 
Enough has, perhaps, been said to show how it be- 
hooves all our countrymen who profess an interest in af- 
fairs Asiatic to make themselves acquainted with the 
situation in this somewhat out-of-the-way corner of 
Persia. Should the endeavor be made to realize the 
vast importance of that province of which Meshed is the 
capital, your readers will be amply repaid for the trou- 
ble incurred; for if the destiny of India is bound up 
with the future of Afghanistan, no less is the future of 


the latter country inextricably interwoven with that of 
Persia.

THE MANUFACTURE OF TOYS. 


SOME FAcTs Anboutr AN IMPORTANT INDUSTRY 
IN EUROPE. 
From London -Answers. 


Hooks. eyes, watch chains, bangles, hair curlers, and 
many other similar metal goods, are classed as “toys 
by Birmingham manufacturers. But of rea! children’s 
toys our yearly output hardly exceeds 50(¢ 009, a far 
smaller amount than was made twenty years a£o. 

Germany comes first in the point of value of toy manu- 
facttires. Two million five hundred thousand pounds ster- 
ling is set down as her output for 1900, and during the 
same twelve months France made and sold £2,000,.%) 
worth of similar goods. Every different kind of toy 
has its specia! home. Dolls, for instance, come aimost 
entirely from France; wooden toys from Thuringia, — 
glass toys hail from Bohemia, paper toys from Japan, 
Dutch dolls from Groden, in Holland, while England's 
specialty is very fine metal soldiers, an industry of 
which France for a long time held a monopoly, but which 
has now been won back for this country by a single 
British manufacturer. 

What is probably the biggest toy business in Europe 
if the French Doll Manufacturing Company. Its cape 
jtal is £160,000. It has five factories in different parts 
of France, employs about 800 workmen, and turns out 
5,000,000 dolls a year. America, however, claims the record 
toy factory. This immense establishment is to be seen 
in New York. It is five stories high, and turns out 1607 
distinct varieties of toys. Its great specialty is toys 
stamped or molded of tin. The dies for making these 
are very expensive. Those for a tin horse twelve inches 
long cost £600. This firm makes 12,000,000 tin whistles 
yearly, and several of its other specialties are sold in 
six-figure numbers. Very few of them, however, find 
their way to England. 

In 1900 we paid other countries £1,187,778 for toys. 
Germany got the lion's share of this large sum—tin all, 
over £400,000. Holland came second, France third, and 
Belgium fourth. Europe and America between them are 
calculated to spend between nine and ten millions a year 
on toys. 

While all the more expensive dolls come from France, 
It is Sonneberg, in Thuringia, which is the great center 
of the manufacture of cheaper dolls. Up to a few years 
ago these were made chiefly of wood, but papier maché 
has superseded this material, and two or three factories 
in this neighborhood now devote themselves entirely 
to the manufacture of china dolls’ heads. At one time 
great numbers of German dolls were molded out of in- 
dia-rubber, but these were found so unwholesome and 
so perishable that their manufacture has to a large 
extent ceased. Next came dolls made of celluloid, but 
these were found to be dangerous from their way of ex- 
ploding if dried too rapidly. 

The coloring of the faces of dolls was a troyblesome 
problem for many years. At one time white lead was 
used, but. this substance is a virulent poison, and the 
law very soon put a stop to the practice. A mew paint 
called “doll white” has been invented, and this is 
harmless. 

Another question, which for a long time puzzled the 
doll makers, was to find a satisfactory substitute for 
hair. Fifty years ago children were content with dolls 
with painted hair and eyebrows, but this practice soon 
gave way to the use of flax. Flax, however, was not 
very like real hair, and some enterprising manufacturer 
took to using human hair. But this was so expensive 
that it could only be employed for the best quality of 
dolls. The almost universal substitute now employed 
is mohair from the Angora goat. This comes princi- 
pally from Asia Minor. The amount yearly imported 
into Germany and France for dolls’ hair is valued at 
£80,000, and, curiously enough, this import is in the 
hands of a British syndicate. The hair goes first to 
Munich, where it is cleaned and made up into wigs by, 
girls. 

Noah’s arks, rocking horses, jumping Jacks, and all? 
varieties of cheap wooden toys are made principally in 
the Tyrol, the great center of the industry being St. 
Ulrich. The art of making them is hereditary, and 
passes from father to son. The work goes on in every 
cottage, the various members of a family doing different . 
parts of the work. Other families make a specialty of 
painting the completed animals. 

The toy animal of the more expensive type, especially 
the mechanical creature that walks about the room, 
barks, growls, or roars, is a Parisian native. He is of 
three sorts, either “painted,” “skin-clad,” or draped. A 


skin-clad animal is fitted carefully into leather. Toy 
horses are dressed in calf, elephants are fitted into 
chamois leather, and camels into goat skin. Animals 


that are “draped” are first dipped in glue, and then 
sprinkled with finely-powdered chalk. Women are em-_ 


ployed in this work, which is one of the most deadly 


industries connected with the toy-making business. 

Another very injurious toy is the rubber balloon. 
The fumes and solvents used in reducing sheet rubber. 
to the necessary thinness, while retaining its strength, 
are extremely harmful to the workers. The dyes, too~ 
the brilliant yellows, greens and purples--are must of 
them very poisonous. In Britain the rubber industries. 
are regulated by law, with excellent results. Ti best 
toy balloons come from Paris, and so do squawkers, toy 
bagpipes and similar playthings. 

The finest mechanical toys, as well as musical boxes 
and the like, come to us from Switzerland. Neufchatel 
holds the record for the most wonderful, curiosities of 
this description. The Le Droz family used, to be the 
aristocrats of Swiss toy making. From their workshop 
was sent to the King of Spain a dog in charge of a bas- 
ket of fruit. If anyone aitempted to remove the basket 
the dog would growl, snarl, bark, and finally jump up 
and endeavor to bite the thief. 

Among the toys still made in Britain are skipping 
ropes. It is an odd fact that it takes four towns to 
make one of these simple toys. Manchester makes the 
cord, Nottingham turns the handles and Birmingbam 
casts the little bells which are so often hung on the 
handles.

To Drain Alkali Lands. 


N EXTENSIVE series of experiments in the recla- 

mation of alkali lands is to be conducted near Frésno, 
according to the Democrat of that city, which says: 

“W. H. Heileman, soil expert, in the employ of the 
land bureau of the United States Department of the 
Interior, is at the Hughes and expects to remain in 
Fresno for three or four months. He will establish an 
experimental station to demonstrate to the land owners 
the methods by which the alkali evil can be overcome. 
These stations are being established in various parts 
of the United States. Mr. Heileman came from the vi- 
cinity of Salt Lake City, where he left a tract of forty 
acres in the heart of the immense alkali fields clear of 
the dread mineral and wholesome. It is the intention 
of the department to have a station in every class and 
condition of soil so as to practically and thoroughly 
demonstrate that the arid lands of the West, of which 
there are millions of acres now worthless from an agri- 
cultural standpoint, can be reclaimed at an expense 
which is very small in consideration of the value of the 
land. 

“This is the only prospective station in California. 
There will be two or three others in the West. Mr. 
Heileman will go from here to Montana and from there 
to Arizona. He says that the methods which he uses 
have passed the experimental stage and that the only 
object at present is to demonstrate to the farmers that 
the land can be reclaimed and to teach them the way to 
accomplish this end. Fresno was selected as a good 
point for one of the stations for various reasons. Mr. 
Heileman's work follows up the land surveys of two 
years ago. This is near the geographical center of the 
State. The department is familiar with the soil condi- 
tions in this vicinity. The situation here presents diffi- 
culties which would not be encountered in other places. 
In speaking of the proposition Mr. Heileman said: 

“*There is hereabouts a streak of alkali some two or 
three miles wide and twenty miles long. That embraces 
a good deal of land. There are alkali lands all over 
the West wherever there is irrigation. In some places 
it is much worse than others. For instance, in Utah or 
_ Arizona there are many places where there has never 

been any irrigation, and the alkali lies on top of the soil 
and kills all vegetation. There are thousands of waste 
acres in California, especially in the South. 

““The way in which we get rid of the alkali is by a 
method of subdrainage which leaves the surface soil 
for a considerable depth pure.’ ” 


Wharf for Oceanside. 


CCORDING to the Oceanside Blade it is probable 
that a pleasure wharf sufficient for fishing and boat- 
ing will be built there in the near future. It is expected 
that the town trustees will act soon on the petition 
asking that an election be called on the question of a 
bond issue for such a wharf.

New y Road-making Method. 


‘NEW method of road-1 with the use of erate— 


oil is described in the Fresno Democrat in an issue 
of recent date, which says: 

“Scientific road-making with the use of oil and up- 
to-date machinery is being done in Fresno and the proof 
is to be seen by anyone who cares to ldok for it on Kern 
street between J and L. When oil was introduced for 
street purposes, there was complaint that it made the 
roads impassable and that, being allowed to remain in 
puddles and quagmires, it was ruin to gowns, shoes, 
rubber tires. and tempers. The explanation seems to 
have been, that being a new thing no one knew how to 
use it. It wag plain that only partial results were to 
be obtained by flooding a roadway with the black, evil- 
smelling stuff and leaving it to time and traffic to make 
a roadway.” 

It is related how the roadway was broken up thor- 
oughly by plowing in preparation for the applicaticn of 


the oil. Continuing, the Fresno paper says: 

“For the best results the oil should be 
applied hot, but in this case that was im- 
Possible and it was put on its natural 


state. Then it had to be thoroughly mixed with the 
soil and relaid firmly, compactly and in shape likely to 
| form a solid foundation. That is where-the process in- 
troduced by J. W. Fitzgerald comes in. A tamper, a 
peculiarly-contrived machine which consists of metal 
feet on a revolving cylinder, each about five inches dis- 
tant from the others, and with an action similar to the 
tread of a human foot, ig hauled over the roadway many 
times, and every place that a tamper strikes, the 
pressure makes a solid area corresponding to the sur- 
face of the tamper. 

“Long continued, the result is that every inch of the 
surface is pressed down and the result is an ideal road- 
way.

Forage Piant for Arid Land. 


N EVERGREEN Australian forage plant which is 

said to have been found to be admirably adopted to 
the arid lands of Southern California is being grown by 
N. A. Easton of Merle, San Diego county. Of this sagt 
the Rediands Facts says: 

“Mr. Easton has more than forty acres planted to this 
peculiar shrub-like grass, and he declares that it is ex- 
cellent for live stock and for poultry. While the plant 
will grow profitably on lands having but little rain, it 
is found to be far more profitable where there is plenty 
of rain and where water is available for irrigation. The 
plants are set from four to eight feet apart, like cabbage 
plants, when grown without irrigation, and ten feet 
apart when subject to irrigation. The plants must be 
watered until rooted, after which they will take care 
of themselves, 

“*This plant has been known to grow successfully on 
the hardpan, or rocky, steep side hills,” says Mr. Eaton. 
‘It is far superior to evergreen millet, as it has but one 
tap root and does not kill out like alfilaria. It is a great 
fertilizer when plowed under and well rooted, and with 
irrigation it has produced fifteen tone of hay an acre. 
the first year and thirty tons the second year.’ 

“Without irrigation the produce is said to be about 
one-tenth as much. Mr. Eaton declares that it will 
make most any rocky side hill worth $5 to $10 an acre 
or more where brush or timber has grown successfully, 
and that it is very nutritious for all kinds of stock 
when accustomed to it. The tender crops, he says, are 
excellent for greens.” 


Great Demand for Milk. 


HE Visalia Times says: “The Visalia condensed 

milk factory is doing a rushing business and is now 
a thousand cases behind orders on account of the 
scarcity of milk. They have placed a sign out at the 
factory which informs the public that the company will 
now pay 30 cents a pound for butter fat and 12% cents 
for milk used in the condenser. The 30 cents & pound 
for butter fat and the 12% cents per pound allowed 
for milk used in the condenser brings the price of butter 
fat up to about 35 cents per pound, which makes milk 
worth about $1.40 per-hundred, the highest price ever 
paid in this section, which shows what the condensed 
milk factory is doing for the dairymen in this neck of 
the woods.”

The 
Star looks down upon him in 1541, near the Mississippl, 
with his great expedition scattered and all but de- 
stroyed, but the dauntless heart of him brave and un? 
fearing. Christmas Eve, 1542, finds no such person as 
Hernando de Soto, Captain-General of Cuba, Adelantado 
of Florida, on earth. 

In 1536 three strange men see the Star through Ger- 
man prison bars, and surely it must shine to them witb 
a inystical meaning. For the three prisoners are the 
Three Holy Kings of Germany, being the tallor Johann 
Bockold of Leyden and his companions, who are in 
prison for being the leaders of the Anabaptists and. pro- 
claimers of a new Zion. In the first month of the New 
Year their bodies, dressed in mockery like kings, with 
crowns on their heads, shall be exhibited in iron cages 
high on the dome of Munster Cathedral, where they are 
to hang for many generations. 

In 1567 the Star sees a gathering in Antwerp. It is a 
terrible gathering that conceives a thought of inhuman 
wickedness and ferocity. Yet out of thig Christmas 
meeting shall a great freedom be born. For it is 
of the Spanish rulers in the Netherlands and at it 
adopted the decree of the Inquisition that condemns 
the inhabitants of the Netherlands, with but few excep- 
tions, to death.

Sitting with a few companions by a camp fire in the 
primeval wilderness of Pennsylvania, a young surveyor 
looks up at it in 1753. He is Georze Washington, nine days’ 
journey on his way home from Lake Erie, where he has 
been to carry a message to the commander of the French 
that will end finally in the French and Indian War. 
Indians are prowling on his path that night, but he looks 
as serenely at the Star of Bethlehem as if he were gaz- 
ing at it from Lis home in Virginia. | 

Fourteen years later, two other young surveyors pass 
a similar Christmas Eve in the wilderness. They are 
not to become so famous personally as that other sur- 
veyor, bui their names are destined to be linked forever 
with a great cause. They are Mason and Dixon, sitting 
under the Star at the end of their trail. They have 
reached a warpath and the Indians bave forced them to 
stop thirty-six miles from their objective point.

Christmas Eve, 1783, George Washington has surren- 
dered his commission the day before. For the first time 
in seven years, he looks up to the Star without heavy 
care.

WIND WHEEL LIGHTS TRAIN. 


NovEL IDEA OF Propuctine ELECTRIC PowER 
BY ROTARY FAN ON ENGINE. 


{Engineering Review:] A novel idea in lighting trains 
by electricity is the “Gullott” system which has been 
experimented with successfully on a smal! scale on an 
important road and is now to be applied to an express 
train. As in the case of the “axle light” the motion of 
the train is used to generate the electricity. Instead, 
however, of taking this power from the car axle, it is 
furnished by a rotary fan attached to the front end of 
the locomotive. 

The fan is located close to the boiler head and pre- 
sents a moving and cutting surface to the air pressure, 
causing the air to travel to the outer end of the fan's 
blades until discharged. No air pressure is massed an 
the flat surface of the boiler head, but the curved sur- 
faces of the fan utilize the traveling air and thereby 
generate power. The fan cutting through the air re- 
volves swiftly and does not acd to the resistance of the 
air nor retard the speed of train. No gale of wind is 
required to cause the fan to operate; the ordinary pres- 
sure of the train moves it sufficiently to generate the 
electrical energy required to light any train and leave 
a large surplus for ventilating fans and other purposes. 
The apparatus so located does not obstruet the view 
of the engineer nor offer any objectionable complica- 
tions. 

The dynamo is located either. on or under the pilot 
and is direct-connected to the fan by a special device. 
A storage battery is located on the tender or under- 
neath each car; and so equipped automatically with 
cut-outs as to properly govern the flow of current from 
dynamo to battery. It is evident that the cost of il- 
lumination will be only the expense of installing an# 
maintaining this apparatus. 


THE RICHEST CITY IN EUROPE. . 
The richest city in Europe, and probably in the word, 
is Basel—or Basle as it used to appear in the school 


| geozraphies—in Switzerland. 


The returns published by the tax administrator show 
the assessed valuation is more than $176,000,000 and the 
total population is 124.000, an average of more than 
$1400 for each man, woman and child in the city. The 
assessed valuation of Basel equals the total revenue of 
the 88,000 houses and buildings in Paris. 

Of the 124,000 inhabitants of Basel, there are 180 who 
are rated as millionaires. Inasmuch as the amount is 
reckoned in francs, this means that the wealth of these 
180 persons exceeds $200,000. There are 175 who have 
bet ween $100,000 and $200,000, 170 who have $100,000, and 
895 who have from $20,000 to $100,000. 

Within fifteen years the wealth of Basel has increased 
$60,000,000, and the population has almost doubled, 
which is a most remarkable showing for a town that is 
1500 years old. It has always been famous. It was the 
important stronghold of Helvetias in the eleventh cen- 
tury and Erasmus died there in the sixteenth century. 

The manufacture of silk ribbons is the chief industry, 
Basel producing more of these ribbons than any other 
city in Europe. Much machinery is also made there, anc 
many chemicals.—[New York World.

“This is how the patients at the hospital lived: 

“7 a.m.—Rising hour. A cold bath, winter and sum- 
mer. Breakfast of some sort of cereal, fresh milk, and 
. 

“8 o’clock—Two hours’ work out of doors for the 
strong. In the summer, gardening, planting, plowing, 
etc. In the winter, shoveling snow, chopping wood, 
looking after the live stock—the cows, chickens and 
horses. Two hours walking or reclining out of doors for 
the weak—in the summer under the trees; in the winter, 
on the porches, well coated, or well wrapped up in 
blankets. 

“10 o’clock—Fresh milk and raw eggs in the dining- 
room—a compulsory meal. 

“11 o’clock—-Another hour of out-of-door work or mild 
out-of-door exercise. 

“12 o’clock—Dinner, with a rich soup, rare roast beef 
or steak, the freshest and most nutritious vegetables, 
and a wholesome dessert, such as custard, or ice creams. 

“1 o’clock—Two hours’ rest, to be taken in the open 
air. 

“3 o’clock—Milk and eggs, the inmates being urged to 
eat and drink as much as they possibly can. 

“4 o’clock—Two hours of pulmonary gymnastics in the

open air (a series of exercises in deep breathing and in 


chest development devised by Dr. Flick,) together with 
work about the grounds and buildings. 

“6 o’clock—A light supper of boiled rice, fruit, milk 
and eggs. | 

“8 o’clock—Milk and eggs again.

Some of them learned to con- 
sume, in the day’s course, fifty or sixty eggs, and fifteen 
and sixteen quarts of milk.

the back and the arms. They lived, winter and summer, 
practically out of doors, with the wind blowing through 
their hair as they ate or read, or as they lay sleeping 
warmly among their blankets—the men in a barn with 
the great doors open at both ends; the women in a kind 
of pavilion in the winter, and in the summer in tents. 

“Men and women, last winter, awoke in the morning 
to find snow sifted over their blankets, to find the water 
in their pitchers frozen, even to find frozen the hot- 
water bottles which they had taken to bed with them 
the evening before. 

“And it would seem that these frail consumptives, 
stepping suddenly from the warm rooms, from the hot- 
house habit of life maintained for them at home, would 
have taken cold and died under the rigors of the White 
Haven system. 

“But they did not take cold. At the hospital it is 
claimed, indeed, that colds are contagious, that they 
come always from contagion alone, and never from low 
temperature. Hence there are placards on the outer gates 
forbidding admission to anyone with a cold, and hence 
they point with pride at the hospita! to their statistics, 
which show that in the coldest, the most snowy and blus- 
tery weather of last winter, the patients enduring all these 
climatic rigors, thrived the most. The best gain in 
.weight, indeed, occurred just then, when one man in ten 
days tock on seventeen pounds. There were no colds 
during all that bad weather. 

“But one day when it was mild a butcher with a 
cold passed through the building, and an epidemic of 
colds followed his visit. Over eighty of the patients, 
during the ensuing week, were laid up. 

“Last year 165 patients were admitted to the hosp tal. 
Ten per cent. of them had incipient consumption, and 
the remaining 90 per cent. were in the second or third 
stage of the disease. All the incipient cases got well. 
Of the balance, all but two (who died a few days after 


hopes of an ultimate cure for them also. 

“It is in this way, with his open-air treatment, that 
Dr. Flick has demonstrated that consumption can be 
cured. The open-air treatment was originated in Eu- 
rope, but the European treatment is unlike that at White 
Haven.

“This new crop, were there hospitals enough, would 
be destroyed as fast as it appears. 

“‘*And this would not cost much. One bed wou!d cure 
at least tvo cases in a year, and in the incipient stage 
it would cure four cases. Thus 1250 beds would cure 
5900 cases a year. 

“To erect and furnish buildings for 1250 beds would 
cost from $600,900 to $1,000,000. Patients could be main- 
tained and properly treated for $300 per year. The main- 
tenance and treatment of 5000 patients a year, a lowing 
three months for each patient, would cost a “.tile less 
than $400,009. dn fifteen years it would cost about $6,- 
000,000. Adding the cost of beds and building to the cost 
of maintenance for fifteen years, we have an outlay of 
about $7,000,000. Now, what would be the result? Ip 
fifteen years, tuberculosis would be stamped out in Penn- 
sylvania. During that time 100,000 lives would be saved 
by cure and prevention, and for all future time from 
5000 to 10,000 lives a year would be saved. 

““How singular that man is ever ready to spend 
money for the destruction of human life, but never for 
its preservation. The people of the United States, with- 
out a moment’s hesitation, taxed themselves $300,000,000 
to wage war with Spain. One-half of that sum would 
wipe out tuberculosis throughout the entire United 
States, and seve 100,000 lives a year. 

**Men with vast fortunes are vying with each other 
to add to our facilities for education. Millions are given 
to educational institutions and libraries. Good will 
come from thee gifts. But who can fathom the good 
which would accrue to the human race from an outlay 
of the same amount of money in the project of stamping 
out tuberculosis?’ 4 

“With these strong arguments, Dr. Flick early in the 
fall interested Henry Phipps, ®ne of the Carnegie 
partners. Mr. Phipps visited White Haven. What ne 
saw there convinced him that in Dr. Flick’s method a 
genuine cure had at last been found for consumption. 
He subscribed liberally to the hospital, so that ils ca- 
pacity might be much enlarged, and he subscribed lib- 
erally to the society that runs it, so that free dis- 
pensaries for poor consumptives might be established in 
Philadelphia. Also he interested Mr. Carnegie in the 
Flick open-air cure, and Mr. Carnegie will investigate 
“this cure immediately on his return to America. 

“If Mr. Carnegie finds that at White Haven the claims 
of Dr. Flick are borne out by fact (and he cannot but 
find this) there is a strong likelihood that Carnegie 
libraries will cease for the moment to spring up in all 
parts of the land, and in their place Carnegie hospitals 
will begin to appear—hospitals wherein, by the Flick 
open-air system, the eradication of consumption in the 
United States will be begun.”

This is a picnic, not a 


A NOVEL INDUSTRY. 


THE EVOLUTION OF THE PAPER PATTERN BusI- 
NESS HAS BEEN MARVELOUS. 


By a Special Contributor. 

WO generations ago a pattern was in the nature of 

a prize, even an heirloom. It was not to be lightly 

handled or lent, and its possession gave its owner 
added dignity. Now, 10 cents will carry a pattern to any 
woman's door. ‘They are used once, perhaps twice, then 
thrown away as out of date. The making of them is no 
longer the work of one cunning hand. Each pattern is 
the work of many brains banded together in one great 
organization for the proper worship of the great god- 
dess Fashion. The pattern industry gives employment 
to thousands of workers, and millions of patterns are 
made every year at the various pattern factories, — 

But fifty years ago, when our grandmothers were 
belles, things were different. If there was one thing 
more than another that grandmother treasured in the 
day of her young womanhood it was her paper pattern. 
A new pattern was an acquisition greatly to be desired, 
in consideration of the fact that in its passing from 
one woman to another it signified a favor, and had 
sponsors whose very names carried respect; it became 
a regular bond of neighboriy sympathy and expression 
of esteem. Women exchanged patterns the same as 
they did recipes and domestic ideas. 

Fashions did not change in those days as they do 
now, and a skirt pattern having one gore in the front 
and two on each side of it was the standard pattern. 
There were no fancy yokes, circular ruffies, flares about 
the feet, habit backs, released tucks, and so ga. A skirt 
was a skirt. It was sloped off gradually at the lower 
edge, faced, a neat braid bound around snugly, and then 
sewed on to the band the last thing. Oh, times! Oh, 
customs! And every woman knew that the pattern 


That was the only mystery regarding grandmother's pat- 
tern of a skirt. 

Grandmother had a system connected with her col- 
lection of patterns. She kept them in a bag or Sox 
which was upbolstered and valanced about the sides, 
and was kept exclusively for patterns. Grandmother 
could tell at a glance just what a pattern tied in a snug 
roll represented. No one else on earth knew except 
grandmother: 

To the observer the contents of the pattern recepta- 
cle was merely so much waste paper. But every time 
grandmother used one of her patterns to cut a garment 
after its lines, when she rolled the pattern up, she 
never failed to tie it with a strip of the goods that 
she had been cutting. Thus, by suggestion, the pattern 
was recognized at any future time. She had patterns of 
underwear for all seasons and for graded sizes, and 


Grandmother 
may not have been a cleverer woman than her femin- 
ine descendant of today, but having larger necessities, 
she had larger creative opportunities. 

Mme. Demorest first conceived the idea of a business 
in tissue-paper patterns.

Forty years ago she started 
her pattern business, working it out from first to last 
on original lines, and entering it in the pages of the 
magazine named for her, of which she was the editor. 
Mme. Demorest died several years ago, and her maga- 
zine, after passing through various vicissitudes in the 


hands of others who failed to adapt it to present needs, 
also passed away. But tlie pattern idea lived, and it 1s 
a monument to the originatcr of it.
